Tbefe with many other pleafant Relations therein^ mil 
Ih^e procure as fair j^arter for this as thofe for-^

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The jiccjfii fit ions of the Royal African Com^ 
fany in Guinea, ^nd the fever M Forts 
and Cables belonging to them^ from Sally 
in South Barbary to the Cape of Good 
Hope in Africa. With an acconnt of the 
Natives of thofe CoHntrys ; their Religion^ 
Government^ Trdde^ Wars^ Marriages^ 
Fhnerals^Mnd Strange Cnffoms. jilfo the 
Birds ^ Beafisy Mongers ^ Serpents &c. 
found there., Jntermixt with divers Acci- 
dtntsy and Notabie Remarks. 

THat Traft of Land called Gfw/rMf io 
Africa^ comprehends 700 tcdigues 
from Cafe Verd in 14 Degrees R Li- 
titudc, to Cape Confalvo in the firfl 
Degree of South. Latitude, TheF^>«- 
fugals were the firft that ranged this Shore, and 
having InteHigence of the Commodities , and 
manner of Trading, the Natives by fair means and 
force got footing on the Sea-coafts, build ii^ 
Forts and placing Garr^fons and Faftorics in fcv?- 
ral places, and found fuch a GoMcn Trade, that 
thev called fom^e Coafrs thereof by that name. 
This was an inducement (as what wil! not Gold 
attraft) tp their further feirch all along to the 
Capf of mod /fipe^ and thereby confeo'ientlv to 
the Eaj}' Indies j The fair quarter, and uf?ge,' tlie 
Inhabitants received from the Fortugals already 
fetled there, incouraged them to exchange their 
Commodities, which Trade according to the 
Cuftom of that Kmgdom was maintained by 
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2 The Englifli Forts and Fa^ories 

Fadlorj, upon the King of Portugals particular ac- 
couat in every Port and Town, as if he intended 
the profits of Merchandizing fliould defray the 
charger of his Conqutrts and Garrifons; furniniin>» 
theNativfs uith Salt, Iron, Tin, Copper, Bafons" 
Knives, Cioth, Linnen, and other £tf/v3;)M« Goods* 
and receiving in excharge, Cattie, Corn, Rice, 
andthchke, but chiefly Gold in great abundance, 
both in Sand and melted Ingots, which gave I ife 
and Eribknefs to the furtljer Difcovery of thofe 
epuntreys, and continuance of that Trade to tliis 
day, though not fo confiderable as formerly.

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Traffique, and coming into the fame places where 
the EngtiP) Traded and were known, they loon 
fpoiled this Golden Trade, by their finifter and 
indireft dealing •, for Anchoring with the £n^/i/w, 
whom they found to have a better Trade than 
therafe'ves, they ftcretly bribed thofe Faftors to 
carry their Palfcngers and Merchants aboird their 
own -Jhips, and not the Englipj •, obliging them to 
Trade only with the Dutch j Which Craft the En- 
glifl) perceiving, ufed the fame Arts to ingage the 
Fattors to themfelves, fo that out-vyihg each other, 
thefe Brokers commonly gained to themfelves fix 
or feven per Cent, to the vafk prejudice of all Trade 
upon thefe Coafts, fince this ill Cuftom rauft be 
kept up by all Succeeding European Merchants-, 

It was obferved that many 'Segio Merchants who 
dwelt up in the Countrey coming to buy Wares of 
the D«tc/;, with great quantities of Gold, and 
divers Slaves, thirty or more according to their 
Quaiity, to carry back the Goods they fliould pur- 
chafe, and taking their Lodgings in the Houfes of 
thefe Brokers, whom they acquainted with their 
full Commiflions and Intentions, and to whom 
they delivered their Gold \ thefe Faftors would go 
aboard the Flemifli Ships with them to Trade and 
Barter, and if the Negro Merchants were not skilled 
in the Portugal Tongue, thefe Brokers would bid 
the fiottanders not to fpcak tlie Mortfco Language to 
them, becaufe they Inhabited far within tlTe Land, 
thereby giving the Dutch the watch-word,that they 
meant to deceive their Countreymen, and after- 
ward divide the Spoil, fo that the knaviih Faftor 
connived at the extravagant prizes of xht HoUand- 
ers^ to draw the more Gold from the Merchant, 
whom \\c likewife cheated, fometiraes b> putting 
• foraeofhis Gold into his Mouth, Ears, or other- 
wife, which the Merchant Negro finding wanting 
in the Scale, adds to the Cheat himfclfby blowing 
into the Chriftians Ballancc to make it weight j 
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4 The Englifti F^ii^^^i^Wa^orks 

The bargain being finiflied, and the Ne^ro again 
landed, the Faft^r returns back to the Ship, to 
Ihare his ill got gains with the Flemings j This way 
of proceeding was very detrimental to the EngHfl)^ 
and other Chrifiians Trading on thefe Coafts, fo 
that imlcfs they connive with theft: Faftors, their 
Voyage will be loff, and their Goods unfold. 

In 155?^ Thorn !s WwdivHy and Antkxii FinttJo a 
Fonn^al, in two Ert^/i/fe Ships Traded along thefe 
Coafls as far as B^niu, where they preitntcd (hem- 
felves ro the King who fare in' a great Hai), the 
Walls whereof u ere made of Earth without Win- 
dows, the Roof of thin Boards, rptn in divers 
places-, his Nobles never look him in the Face, 
but fK wi:h their Sutrocks on the ground, and 
their , hands betore rheir Faces, not looking up till 
the King commands them j when they depart they 
go backward, turning their Faces ftili toward him. 
The next year Captain J'?^" Loci^ Sailed into thefe 
garts to Trade for Gold and Elephants Teeth ; 
And after him Captain 'towerfon made feveral Voy- 
ages thither,who at the River of St, Vincent^ohkx- 
ved a kind of Peafe growing on the Shore like 
Trees, with ftalks twenty fcven paces long j At 
Cape Tres Punt as ^ they made him Swear by the 
Water of the Sea, that he would not hurt them 
before they would Trade with him ; Aban a Negri 
King treated them kindly with a Pot of Palm or 
Coco- Wine, which thry draw out of Trees. 

The People arc handfom and well proportioned 
having nothing difagreeable in their Countenances' 
but the blacknefs of their Complexion, fomeof 
them have flattifli Nofes, all little Ears, the Peo- 
pie go all Naked till they are married, and then 
are clothed from the middfe to the knees ; At the 
Marriage of their Daughters, they give half an 
Ounce of Gold to buy Wine for the Wedding ; the 
Bndem the prefence of her Friends fwears^o be 
true to her Husband, which the man doth not j who 
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have 3S many Wives as they cm maintain, yet the 
firft has this preh€mincnce,fo that he can never take 
another but by her pefraiiTion, but becaufe the 
multitude of Wives and Children are counted the 
greatcft honour and riches in that Countrey, they 
often- perfwade their Husbands to take more, and 
glory therein s thefirft Wife likewife has the privr- 
Jedge to lye with her Husband three Nights fuc^ 
^cemvety, whilft the reft muft be content only with 
one, fo that they live very quietly together. A 
Merchant or Captain will have thirty or forty } 
the King of Benin h^d fix hundred, wherewith 
!ie; went in Solemn ProcefTioo every year j Thb 
King of Fetu's Son had fourteen Sons ^nd twelve 
Daughters, and kept an hundred Slaves to wait 
upon them ; At Cape Gonfalvo they pint^nA colour 
their bodies, and offer their Wives to Strangers i 
The King ufes his ^wn Daughters when grown up 
as Wives, and TtheQjeens with the like iucefluous 
abomination make ufe of their own Sons. 

Their Women are unfaiti^fal DifcovererS of Na^ 
turcs hidden fccrets, not being afhamed to be de- 
livered pubfickly in the fight of v.en, Boys and 
Qirls. They circumcife both Sexes j after Travel 
they accompany not their FIusb.jnds in three 
months-, Asfoonasflie is deJivercd they give her 
a drink made of Rice, Mays^ Water, Wine, and 
Mallaguetf like Our Pepper, afrer vvhidi fhe lyes 
warm three or four hours, and then nfes^ wtfhesr 
her felf and Child, and fo falls to her work as be- 
fore j Next they give it a name, ufiially of f>tnc 
Chriflian they arc obligcdto, then wrapping it in 
a kind of Blanket or Skin, they lay it upon Ruft]^ 
es where it continues above five week*, then the 
Mother tyes it to a board and carriMit on her 
back with the Legs under her arm pits^^ and the 
hands tyed about her neck, where it h^ngs all day^ 
and never comes ofFtill it goes tobedv\?nd jet ftw 
or none prove lame or deformed, nptwithftandirtg 
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the (baking of their bodies j they give thern the 
^rcaft over their (boulders, and this may be the 
reafon of theflatnefs of their Nofcs by their knock- 
ing them continually againfl the Back and Shoul* 
dcrs of the Mother while (he is walking or at work} 
for it is obferved that the Children of their Gentry 
whofe Mothers do not labour, nor carry their In- 
ftnts about them, have very comely Nofes j they 
wafb and rub their Children every Morning with 
Gil of Palms. 

When they are feven or eight years old, they 
hang a Net about their Necks, made of the Bark 
of a Tree, full of Fetiches or little Gods tofecure 
them from the Devil, who they believe would 
clfe carry them away i They hang their Hair full 
of Shells, and Coral about the Arms and Legs, with 
feveral Fetichos of different qualities j one being 
an Antidote againfl Vomiting, a fecond againft 
dangerous Fails, a third prevent! Bleeding, a 
fourth caufes Sleep, a fifth fecures them againfl: 
WildBeafls, and the like, giving to each Fetijfo 
a different name: They foon learn to fpeak, go^ 
andfwira: When they are born,they are not black, 
hxt red ; About feven year old they learn to fpin 
thred, make Nets, and go a Fifhiog with their 
Fathers, and feed as they do, picking up any 
nafty thing in the Streets, which they eat with 
good Appetites .-The Boys and Girls are all naked 
>vhich makes them have no fenfe of (hame or mo- 
defty, they being neither reproved nor correfted 
by their Parents : They arc excellent at Swinimlnff. 
eveaat this Age, fothat if their Canoe overfet S 
Sea, ther are ^verV little concerned, all of them 
ivy mimmg back agam to the place from whence 
th$y came, and confequentJy they can Dive with 
greatdexterrty and fetch up^ any t from the 
bottom.: About twelve their Fathers inftruft them 
how tcrmakcaCanoe, and catcb Fifli XE 
^t^bnngtheirsons,^^^ 
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and with the Myftery of Trade ; At eighteen th^y 
begin to fct up for themfelves, two or three toge- 
ther hiring a Houfe and purchafing a Canoe ; thiey 
then cover their Nudities, grow aniorous,ind their 
Fathers look out Wives for them : Thc<iijlsdkan . 
thcHoufes, pick the Rice, beat the Mays, make 
the Bread, clean the Kitchen, buy and fell at Mar- 
ket, make Baskets of Rulhes and Matts which they 
weave extream eurioufly, but their chief care is to - 
provide Meat and Drink for their Parents, fecure 
tlieir Goods,and all other kinds of goqd Hufwifiry ; 
V. hen grown up, they arc very Isfcivious, and boaft 
of their Gallantries, cfpecially with Stran.^ers, 
whom they feem to affcft above their own Men: 
They are very careful to keep their Teetli white, 
have Wit enough, but are very wanton with tlie 
Young Fellows ftark naked, to plcafe whom tlicy 
wafh, comb, and plait tHeir h,}Jir with great curi-, 
ofity i feme paint their Foreheads and Eyebrows 
red and white, and hang Fendants in their Earsj 
all love Ribbons efpecialiy red, they have Neckia* 
ces of Coral, and Bracelet's upon their Wrifts, 
Artns and Legs, wheathey go abroad they weare a 
piece ofSiik, Taffaty or other StuiF wrapt abo\it 
from the breaft to the midleg, and have always a 
great bunch of Keys, though never ,a Coffer nor 
Trunk to open j the Virgins make it their whole 
bttfmcfs to appear acceptable cfpecially to white 
men, and are feldom barren before, though not 
very fruitful after Marri.-ge. 

For many years the Engli/h frequenting thefe 
Coafls, made little benefit thereby i for the Inhabi- 
tants, perceiving their Gold fo earneftly defired by 
aU Nations, fct fuch a rate thereon,^ and having 
been often beguiled, they grew more wary in their 
bargaining, and to the mcafure and goodnefs of 
their Commodities, and though at firft th-^y knevv 
80 diftinftion of ChriHians, but thought the Fofr 

mMst and all other white men to be of the fame

Nation, yet tiicy have fince learned the particular 
nwnocrs ahd dealing of each Countrey, and have 
found the faireft Trade from the Engltp), who are 
therefore moft welcome to there, and fpeed beft 
of any other Nation j Efpecially fince the Traders 
into thefe parts were Incorporated, by their Cliar- 
ter dated Jan. 20. 1662^ and intituled. The Cortp- 
panjf of Royal Adventurers oi England Trading into 
Africa, or the Guinea Company ; The Limits of 
their Tride, being from Saliy in South Barbary, 
to Cape debona Efperan^a, or the Cape of Good Hope, 
within which Limits all Engli/h Ships are prohibited 
to Trade unlefs Authorized by .them. The Com- 
modities exported by the Royal Company to Afri- 
ca, are Iron, Copper, Slefias, Sheets, Says, Pcf pe- 
tnaiia's. Cowries, Welch Plains, Manillos, BoyYa- 
dei> Chinrs, Romberges, Coral, Callico*s, Nica- 
nics. Clouts, Amber, Powder, Muskets, Batte- 
ries of all forts, Buckftiaws, Knives and Sheaths, 
Swords, Tallow, &c. For which they import 
from thence to Engtand, Gold, Elephants Teeth, 
Hides, Malagueta, or Giony Pepper, Red Wood, 
Arobergreece, with feve|:al other good Commodi- 
ties , befides numbers of Negroes for fupplying 
the American Plantations to their great advantage 5 

The Royal ^/rfwn Company have Ereftcd the

I. Jamts Fort. 

THis Fort was formerly fccured with eight Pel- 
ces of Cannon, but was demoli/hcd by the 
French in the late War. It is now rebuilding mudi 
ftrongcr, and defigned to have ninety Guns, andf 
a Garrifon of Two Hundred and Fifty Ennpeans 
befides Negro's and Mulatto's. The Government of 
this Place is reckoned worth about Two Thoufand 
pound a year. It is Scituatc near Cape Verie, fo 
called from its continual greennefs, which makes 
it a de'eftable place^ being a Promontory , which 
throws it felf into the Sea.covered with green Trees, 
and caufing a beautiful Profpeft by reafon of thetr 
cvennels, fccming as if planted by a line } the 
Natives, have generally fmall Bellies, long Legs, 
broad Feet, lon§ Toes, fliarp Sight, quick Wits, 
are Envious, curioufly Neat, Thieves, Lctcherous, 
fubjefttothe Pov^f which as well as their Vuien- 
da they are not tfie leaft aftiamed, yet hold break* 
ing wind backward a great incivility, and vvondred 
at the /iollanders for offering them^ fuch contempt; 
They have Stomachs like Eftridges, as appears by 
their flran^e and ufual repafts i when, they go to 
A/arket, they wafh from Head to Foot, and put 
on other Cloths ; Thev buy only for one day ; Their 
Bread is made by ftajrping their Millet as we do 
Spice in a woodden dilh, fteeping it over night 
with a little Maiz, and in the morning laying it 
on a ftoue, they grind it with another ftone, as 
Painters do their Colours, till it be dough, v\ hich 

they then temper with frelh Water and Salt, and 

make

make Rolls thereof twice fo big as a mans Fift 
baking them a little on the Hearth, and then cat, 
them^Their Viands are raw flefh,handfuls'of Corn, 
large draughts of Aqua Viu^ Dogs, Catts, Buffles, 
Elephants, though (linking like Carrion, and a 
thoufand Magots crawling on them j They have 
littJe Birds like Bullfinches which hang their Nefts 
on the fmall ends of branches of Trees for fear of 
Snakes, thefe they eat alive Feathers and all ; The 
W?^ro'>f fay that up in the Countrey, they eat dried 
Snakes, and the guts of Dogs raw, which our 
Author hath feen, and a Boy who was left on Ship- 
board in pawn for Money, would privately kill 
the Hens, that he might cat the raw Guts j They 
likewise eat raw ftinking Fifh dried in the Sun, 
yet can difpence with dainties when thej have 
them J They make a kind of Ale of Mays and 
Water boyl'd together, and putting it into a Vef- 
fel as large as a Kilderkin, four or five place them* 
felves round, and drink it off, each fending a lit- 
tle Pot full to his beft beloved Wife; They lay 
their hands upon the Head of him that drinks, and 
cry aloud thrice Tautofij He muft not drink off all/ 
but leave a little to tljrovv on the ground to his 
FetiJJo, fayiag /, o^, fpoutit^ut fome on the 
Arms and Legs of their Fei^£,^ fuppofing that 
otherwife they (hould not drink m quiet i They are 
great drinkers, and feed as unmannerly as Swine, 
fitting on the ground, not fwallowing one Morfcl 
after another, but tear their meat to pieces and 
throw it into their Mouths, which ftand gaping to 
receive it, they are always hungry^ and would eat 
all day long i Yea thcEuropeans have great Aooe- 
tites while they are there ; He that gets moft 
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IL Sierra Leona. 

THis Fort is in Bemre Ifland, and was likcwife 
demoliftied by the French in the late War, 
It is alfo rebuilding, and will be fecurcd by Sixteen 
Guns, and Thirty Europeans^ befidcs Mulatto^ and 
Blacks- An Engliflman dwelt a long time in one 
of the Ifles, having a fipe Houfe, and was well be- 
loved and proterted by the Kings of that Coun- 
trey. In the firft War with Holland 1666. our 
Author being aboard a l>utch Man of War, this 
Englifl} Faftor writ to them divers times to come 
and Trade with them, and told him he might do . 
it withfafety, and upon Parole the EngUflman calr 
led Abraham came aboard them in his Shallop, 
rowed by three Slaves, accompanied by a Hollander 
and two others which belonged to him, and was 
kindly treated j but afterward the Captain contra- 
ry to the advice of the reft, treadTerouIly madfr 
him a Prifoner, and the three Moores with him, to 
their great furprizal j And Jan. !• id^y. their 
great Shallop was manned out with thirty Men, 
and one Cannonto Bcfiege hisHoufe,which was built 
of Brick and Freellone, defended with four great 
Guns, incempaffed with a fine Wood of Palmtrees, 
which fupplicd hitii with Wine j On one fide were 
about twenty Cabines for the Natives, and on the 
other a Spring of good Water, it being the raoft 
beautiful Illand upon the River. 

Being about to land, they difcovered 200 Mmes 
got together about the Houfe with Firelocks, and 
a greater number farther up in the Woods, which 
obliged the Hollanders to make a fhow of going up 
higher, as being weaker, and fo had more occafion 
for the wind, but the Negroes thought they had been 
gone to «owre,and difpatch'd a Canoe to give the 
King of Boidom the Alarum, which was perfued by 
the Enemy, who fired into their Boat,and at length 
took them j they were two young Slaves belonging 

to

Moires belonging t-i one of the Neighbour Iflands 
made up dirediv to theni% a Canoe, and came 
within Piftol-ihor, but «»o«ld not be perfwaded 
aboard *, the Duch firing on them, they fled, and 
ftooping for fear of their fire, fcemed no higher 
than Catts •, the Englijh in the int'cr'm played upon 
them,thortgh they faw they were out of their reach, 
to fhew the Natives they hud undertaken their De- 
fence, and defired th.ir Friendfliip. 

The Tyde coming in, the Dutch retreated to 
their Ship, wlierein they found feveral Mojres and 
Poitugalsy and among them the King of S^ulom 
Son called Bembo^ about 5 $ years old well propor- 
tioned, and abating bis Blacknefs, a handfonv 
Man, he was a great Friend of Abrahams the Englifli 
Faftor, and when he undcrftood he was a Prifo- 
ncr, interceded for his Ranfom, and on Monday 
noon came on board again with an hundred EIe<r 
pliant& Teeth, weighing nine hundred pound, and 
two Civet ^tts alive, upon tht delivery whereof 
Abraham was difmift, the ffjllanders giving him a 
little Barrel of 5trong-Waters„ a Roll of Tobacco, 
a Cheefe and a 5alvo of three Guns. 

III. Sherbrow. 

THis Fort is S'cituare in Tor^ River, fortified 
with Twenty Guns, and a Garrifon of an 
Hundred and Fifty white men, befides Mulatto's 
and Negro's. The Fr rt confls of two Pa'ankeys, 
exceeding ftrongly built of Stone, and of a great 
height, in forme of an half jVooo.

to be fct fortTi m fo myiicrioits a way as t«at or 
the Trinity., The) "odicvc tlut when Pcopie die 
thev so ir.to another World, and will have occa- 
fioii for many ofthe fime things they ufe here,and 
therefore put part of their Houftioldrtuff into the 
Gravewith the dead Corps i and if they lofe any 
thing, imagine their Friends in the other World 
had need of it, and have taken it away. 
■ They have no Letters nor Books, yet K«p r«e/- 
day for a Sabbath, forbearing then their Ftfhing 
and Husbandry, and the Palm Wine which is got- 
ten that day muft not be fold, but is offered tojhe 
King, who beftows it on his Courtiers to dnnK at 
tiigS. On this Day in the midA of the ^rket- 
place they place a Table on four Pillars about three 
yards high, whofe flat cover is made of Straw and 
Reeds woven together, upon which tliey place

Children with fomekind of Colours, as if giving 
them his Bleffing, he himfelf drinks of tiiat Wa- 
ter, the Ptople clapping their hands and crying,

Many wear fuch Rings next tlieir Bodies, to pre- 
fervethem from the raifchicfs their angry God 
might infli'^t upon them, in honour of whom they 
daub thcrafelves with a kind of Chalky Earth,^ 
which IS their Morning Mattens •, At their eat- 
ing, thefirftbit, mi the firft draught is conle* 
crated to ^heir Fe/;|f), wherewith they befprinkle 
It : If Fifhermen have not a good Draught, they 
prefent a piece of Gold to the Prieft to reconcile, 
them to their frowning Saint, who with his Wives 
makes a kind of ProcefTion through the Streets, 
imitmg his Breaft, and clapping his Hands with a 
mighty noife, till he comes to the Shore, where 
, they cut down boughs from certain Trees, and 
hang them on their Necks, playing on a Timbrel ; 
Then the Prieft turns to his Wives, and expoftu- 
lates with thera, and throws Wheat and other 
things into the Sea as an Offering to appeafe the 
Fett^y difpleafure againft the Fifhermen ; When 
the King Sacrifices to his Fetijjk, he commands the 
Priefl or Ftteffm to inquire of a Tree, whereunto 
he afcnbcth Divinity, what he will demand ; The 
Prieft copies to the Tree, and in a Heap of Aftics 
there provided, fticks the Branch of a Tree and 
drinking water out of a Bafon, fpouts it uoon the 
Branch, and then daubeth his Face with the Afties 
after which the Devil out of the Tree gives anfwer

Seayieldscertain Fifties whom they Canonizejupoa 
this account, they never take theTimj tj/n' "Jf 
Smrdmxhty eat, but dry the Sword on his bacK. 
which is he:d in great Veneration ; Yea the Moun- 
tains are not without honour, and if tncV °|° "°J 
pacific their Anger by fetting daily P^efents of 
Meat and Drink thereon, they bshevc they would 
bend their fullen Brows, and as their High Tops 
threaten to fcale Heaven, would overwhelm the 
Earth, and deftf oy them all. ^ . 

Neither has Nature alone this prmledge, but 
Art likewife is concerned in making Gods, com- 
pofed fomctiraes of filthy things, as of a piece of 
putrified Earth anointed with Suet Greafe and 
Oil of Palms, with five or fix Parrot P«thers up- 
right in the middle, to which morning aad ni^ht 
they pay their Devotions i when it Thunders, Rams 
hard, or the wind blows ftrong, there is not one 
to b^ fceo in the Streets, all hide themfc lyes ,n 

their Houfes, and cry, T^'^otfJ^'J^th^ 
angry. The Devil is fo dreadful to them they 
tremble at naming him, and fay he beats them, 
and makes them lo evil things for their Feffi, 
which every one carries about hira, fome are only 
the ends of Horns filled with Dung, others as the 
heads of fome Creature and the like j which their 
Priefts fell them at their own price, and pretend 
they found th.m under the Fet!*^^%T'^«:.™f 
any one Dies they make a new Fetijjo or Rwg oj 
Straw, and conjure it to keep company and protett 
the dead in their Journey to the other World , 
They lay the Corps on a Matt upon the ground, 
wrapt in Woollen, with a Stool covered wuh a

whole Blood the Fktejfero or Prieii appeafcth the 
P^fijf^y The i riv^nds ai.d Kir.drcd a(fembiing, pre- 
pare a Hen^ and then fearing themfclves in 4 cor- 
ner of the dead mans Hou(e, they place all hiB fV- 
tijfo% or Gods on a row, the greateft iti the mid ft, 
adorning them v,ith Garlands of Peafe and Beans, 
and then fprinkie them with the Blood of the Hen, 
and hang a Chain or Garland of Herbs about their 
Neeks:altcr this the Hen being boyl'cil, the Women 
fet it in the midft of his Feti£os, and the Prieft 
taking water in^o his Mouth, amidft his Charms, 
fpitsitout on theFeUjfo's, and plucking the Herbs 
from his Neck, he makes a Ball of them, where- 
with he befmears his Facei whi'Ji BaJi hereby is 
made a Fctijfo, anc the Party dcceafed is now at 
reft. 

ro the mean time, the deareft of bis Wives fills 
aJl the Houfe with Mourning, the Neighbours alid 
Friends afliftrng with Songs and Dances ; At length 
they take up the Corps aqd carry it to the Grave, 
whicli IS about four foot deep, and covered with 
Stakes that nothing mav fall therein 5 The Women

THis Fort hath Ten Guns, very good Saker, 
and Minion. It lies on the Southern Pare 
of Guinea^ and hath fonr Palankers ftrongly built 
•f Lime and Stone.- With a Garrifon of Thirty 
white men, befides Blacks and Mulattoes. There is 
a Place caUcd Cape Miferadohy the Potikgalsy cither 
becaufeit is incompaffed with Rocks tliat lye mu 
dcr water, and would inevitably deftroy any Vef- 
fel which Ihould come nearer than half a League, 
or bccaufe the French who were formerly MaflCicred 
here, cryed out Mfericordey Mferkorde^ Mercy y 
Mercy '^ Befidcs the Natives of this place being very 
cruel, they have denominated the River, and cal- 
led it Duroy as being hard and fatal to the Europe-^ 
ans. The Government of this Countrey is abfolutc 
and unlimited -/J/onarchy s fo that the King is the 
only and fole Judge inallCaufesj and though he 
admit his Councellors fometimes to give their Opi- 
nions, yet he follows his own fingle refolved deter- 
minations i This abfolute Power makes him jea- 
lous of his Honour, of which he will not endure 
the Icaft diminution j His Higheft Pomp confifts 
infittinguponaShield, vv'hereby he fignifiesthat 
he is the Proteftion and Defence of his Countrey 
and the iWanager of all Wars, pacifying Civil la!

reported J they took with them three Mufquets aftd 
a Piftol, aiid fg rowed totvard tile Shore, but their 
Matdi unhappily feir into the Water, and the Ship 
being fallen tfp^rn, lovVcr toward the Sea quite out 
of fight, and .they aHiamed to go back without 
difpatchmg their bufinef^ .^An mtts went adiore 
to thcfirfl HoiiTe toTjght'the taatch-j but Lcforc 
he was t«>enty Rpds from the Water fide, he wis 
feued on by two g/.?c^^ or rather Taivry:\^j)-^cs 
and by them' haled half a Mile up into the Coun- 
trey, and thro\yn with great violence upon liis

tbev fllDuld never go oif alive ; He had^not been 
above feven Weeks in the Countrey but his Mafter 
prcfentcd him to the King, whofc name was Efme 
Kine of the BHchamores^who iroraediately gave him 
to his Daughter Onijab i When the King went 
abroad.he atcendcd him as his Page throughout the 
whole Circuit of his Dominions, which was not 
above twelve miles, yet boafting exceedingly of 
his Power and Strength, and glorying extreamly 
that he had a White to attend him, whom he im- 
oloved to carry his Bow and Arrows. At fcveral 
places remote from the Seafide, fomeofthe Peo- 
&c would run away from him for ^ar, others fell 
down and feem'd to worlhip him^ufing thofc Atti- 
onsthey-doto their Gods. Their Progrcfs was 
never fo long,but they could return home at Night, 
vet never without a full Dofe of the Creature. 

During all the time Watts vn% a Slave he never 
jmcw him go abroad and come home fober. They 
drink the bcft Palm-wine, and another Liquor 
called Penrore \ The Eogliftiman knew how to hu- 
mour this profound Prince, and if any of the Na- 
tives abufcd him,upon his complaint he had Re- 
drefs i as once by ftriving with a NegrOy his Arm 
was4)roke, which by providence more than skill 
was fet again 5 Afrer fome Months, the King of 
Calanacbcalki Manchay hearing of this bcautifiil 
Wbitty courted his Neighbour Prince to fell him, 
arid at length he was fold for a Cow and a Goat j 
This King was fobtr, free from the Treacheries and 
Mifchicfs the other was fubjeft to, and would oft 
inquire of him concerning his King and Countrey, 
and whether his Kingdoms were bigger than his 
own whofe whole Dominions were not above 
twenty 6ve miles in length, and fifteen in breadth } 
The Englifhman told as much as he thought conve- 
nient, keeping within the bounds of roodefty, yet 
telatingasmuchas pofTibleto the honour and dig- 
•ily 01 kU SQyei»>gQ> firll informiDg him. of the 
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greatncfs of one of his Kingdoms, the ftvcral Shircf^ 
and Counties it contained^ with the number^ ot* 
its Cities, Towns and Ciftles, and the ftrength of 
each, the infinite Inhabitants and v4lour of his 
Subjefts i Orieof thefe fufficiently amazed this petty 
Governour, that he need mention no mo>e of His 
Ma jefties Glory and Dignity ; It puf him into fuch 
a profound Confternatiori, that he refolved to find 
out fome way to tender his rerpefts to this Mighty 
Prince, and could ftudy none more convenient, than 
that if he could find a palTage he would let him go 
to England^ to inform King C/;^«r/t'X the If. of the 
great fuvow and refpeft he had for him j This did 
not a little rejoice our EngVifljntdn j He alfo told 
him that he would fend him a Prefent,which fhould 
be two Cubareets or Goats, which they there valine 
at a high rate, this King having himfelfnot above 
feventcen or eighteen. He tells the King that the 
King of England had many thoufand Sub;efts under 
the degree of Gentlemen, who had a thoufand Sheep 
apiece^ theFlefhof which they valued at a much 
higher r*ate than Goats* 

Though our Captive lived happily with this 
King, yet his defires and hopes were ftill to return 
to his Natrve Cdilntrey, at length he promifed him, 
that the firft &ig///7; Ship which came into the 
Road, fhould have iiherty to releafe or purchafe 
him i This much rejoice^ his Heart, no v he thought 
every da^^'ayearv till he could hear of, or fee fome 
En^U/fj Ship arrived. Oft did he walk down to the 
Sea-fide, earneftly eKpefting tf:e winds of Provi. 
dence woul^ blow fome in'i^hither^ which being 
obferved by one /^^^ the thiefeft Wizard in thofe 
parts, and much admired by the People f though 
they have a multitude of others) th's man camt to 
him one day, and inquired wiiy he went fo ofteni 
to the Sea ftiore, he told him, to fee if \v: could 
difcover any iEn^/z/7; Veflfel come in there :afld 
knowing he was a Wizard, though not acquainted 

with 
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with hU great Fasnc, nor willing to credit his Di- 
vinationsv yet to pleafe him, asltt when he did 
beUeve there would one corne in 5 Jaga infiantiy 
to-'dhm i that the fifteen,-!} day after, an Englifii 
SbhrnuUcme into the Rud. He then demanded 
whether that S'hip Oiould carry him away, he 
anfwercd doubtfully, but fuid, he fhouldbc otfc- 
red to the Msfttr of the Ship, arid if they did not 
agree, but he (houH come afhore ^gain, and not 
beXoldf he would foon dye ot grief. Thefe ftftecn 
davs feemcd very long, many a look did he call: on 
the Sea with an aking Heart, the fourteenth day he 
went to an highhin,but he dould difcoyernOthing •, 
next Morriing^'hc went again two or tiiree times but 
faw nouej about twoor three hours after, fomc of 
the Moaacirac running to the King, telling him 
there vvas a Canoe coming, fo tlicv c^U our Ships, 
at which our EfJi/i/J^wrtn rejoiced, hoping to be re- 
leaft, yetdurft not (hew it for fear of punilhmcnt 
or death s for though he lived better now than 
with histirll Maftcr, yet his Service was far woric 
than the Slaves in Turkey, and their Diet worfe than 
Dogs meat. The Ship came in, and he runs to Jaga 
to Know if it vi^ercan. EngliJI) Ship^ who ^ifured 
hira it was, and (o it liappened j pne Captain /toy- 
men being Commander, who haftned to difpatch 
his bufxnefe, took in his KegYo\ and was ready to 
Sail, our Captive not hearing a word what ftiould 
become of him, the King never qffcring to fell himi 
This made him refolve to endeavour an efcape ♦, he 
had prepared a piece of Tithher, >nd drawn it to- 
ward the water-fidc,on which he intended to pad- 
dle to the Ship, which lay about a League off. 

Tuft by the Sea-fide as he was about to lanch his 
floating ftick, he efpicd a great Alligator^ which 
will devour a man at a moathful,^ this altered his 
mind, refolvingrather to live with. Infidels, than 
be acceifary to his own death ^ But next day it 
fleakd Qo4 to more the Kings Heart to let him go,.

■five Copper and Iron Bars about the bignefs of a 
man^Vt'iPger •, When Ire tame on b^arJ, his Hait 
was lorig,and his Skin tawny like a Mulatto^ haywg 
gone naked all' the time he was there, andufually 
anointed himfeif with Palra-Oyl.The Sea tnen cha- 
ritably apparalcl'd him, and he arrived fafcly in 
£«£/riii'i with J thankful Heart for fo happy a de- 
liverance.

Sorrel, and the like •, The Woods and Mountains 
are full of Goats, large Rams, and vild Swine, but 
difficult to be taken. When the Portugnefe difco- 
vered it, they found neither four-footed Beafts nor 
Fruit-trees, but only ffcfh Water j They afterward 
planted Fruit-treeS", which fo increafed fince', that 
all the Valleys ftand full of tiiem j Partridges, 
Pigeons, Moor-hens, and Peacocks breed here nu- 
meroully,whereof a good Markfawn may foon pro- 
vide a Dinner for his Friends. On the Cliffrlllantis, 
on the South are tlioufands of grey and black Mcwf, 
or Sea-Pies, and white and coloured Birds, foire 
with long, others with (hort Necks, who lay their

couia not recover, laying, tm he hoped t^,ptve;jart 
of the Goods, and fome vf our LhJeSy and be^dra- 
fber the reft fimld be lojf, than all faB into the mt^ 

When I heard this Refolution, obferving the Sea . 

to work high,' and knowing all the Coaft ^P fer 
full of Rocks and Sboals, tliat.it vyas- lapoflible 
our Ship fhbuld couie near the Land ^ «nleis brokca 
Into a thouGind pieces, I reprefentcd to the C^jB^ 
tain the defperatenefs of tl^e attempt, wifJiing htm 
rather to try the kindncfs of the Enemy, than 
'throw away himfdf and fo many brave men.} But 
he would by no Remonftrances be remove^- if odi 
his Refolution, therefore finding it high tljne ^ 
ihift for my fcif, I lockt up my little Casket o| 
jewels, which putting into my fleeve, I gien ^be^ 
took me. to my Gajifa% and having harnaikd them 
to my Engine, and pucroy felf thereon, fuppofing, 
as indeed it happened, that when the Ship ihouW 
fpUt, my Birds though they wanted their, fignal,' 
yet for faving their owa lives, whWh nature hath 
taught all Creatures to prefcrve, would make to- 
ward, Land, which fell out, according to my ex* 
peftatSn ; The jEcople in the Sliip wondrcd what 
I was doing, nope>iog acquainted with theufc of 
my Birds but the Captain, Djeio being in the otticr 
Ship which fled away unpurfued j We wereaboHt 
half V league frpip Lsnd, when o")^ Warrick ftruck 
iipc^naiock, and fplit to pieces, upon which m 
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loofe the reins to my Birds, haying firft placed rny 
felf upon the top of the D^ck, and with the Shock 
tficyall arofe CiTrrying mc fprtunactly to the Land, 
of which you need not doubt but 1 was very joy- 
ful, though it Wits ai miferabic iight to behold 
mv Friends and acquaintance in that vvofol diftrefs, 
of whom yet many c reaped better than they ex- 
pefted, for the EngliJJ) lanching out their Cock- 
boats, difco¥cred more generous tempers than \vc 
arc plcafed to allow them, taking compaffion of 
tlieir calamity, and endeavouring with all diligence 
to fave them from the fury of the Waves though 
with much danger to themfclves ; among others 
they took up our Captain, who, as Father Pdch 
fincc told me, having put liimfclf with twelve 
others into the Cock^boat, was forced to yield to 
one Captain jR^y/w/z/i^o, who carried him and our 
Pilot alon^ with them in their Voyage to the Eajl- 
Jhrf/Vi" whither they- were bound, but it was their 
^hard fafc by a breach of the Sea ncer^ Cape Buona 
Ejperanca to be fwallowed of the Mcrci'efs Waves, 
whofe Rage they a while before had Co hardly efca- 
ped ', The reft as I likewife heard, vv ho were about 
twenty fix Perfons they^took into their Ship, and 
fet them a land at Cape Verde, 

As for my felf being now afhoar ki an rtland 
inhabited by . Spaniards^ I reckoned I was fafe, but 
found my felf miftaken, for it was ray hap to pitch 
opon that partjjf the Ifle where the Pilif begins to 
rife, which is inhabited by a Savage People who 
livetipon the fides of that Hill, the top whereof is 
for themoft part covered with Snow, and former- 
ly accounted, for its Stcepnefs inacccffible either 
for man or Beaft, yet thefe Salvages fearing the 
S^ani^r^^, keep asneer the top as they can, never 
coming down into the fruitful valleys but to feelc 
for Booty, a crew of thefe Outlaws happened to 
fpy tne foon after I landed, and thinking tlief had 
got a prize, approacht pic with all fpcwJ j I gucft

I 
was much obliged to thofe^ whether Men or Devils 
i know not, who among divers difcourfes told me.

ting, heat and moifture to tlie Air, I aUva-cs 
eftcem'd it a fancy y Laftly, I remember that ait.r 
my departure froai the Earth, I never felt either 
hunger or thirft, whether the purity of the Air, 
freed from the Vapors of the Earth and Water, 
might yitld nature fufficient ncurifliment, or what 
dfemightbc the caufb I cannot determine, butfo 
J> found it, though I was perfeftly in health both 
of body and mind, even above my ufual Vigor. 
' Some hours after the departure of that Dcvilifh 
Company^ ray <?^/?/vi'5 began to beftir thcintlves, 
ftiil direding' their cDurle toward the Globe or 
feody of the Moon, making their way with fuch 
incredible, fwiftnefs, that I conceive they ad van- 
ted little lels thaa fifty Leagues in an iiour, ia 
which palTage I obferved three things very Rc;iur- 
Iwble, one that the farther we went the k(s tlic 
Globe of the Earth appcar'd to us^ and tliat of 
the Moon (till larger i Again the Earth, which I 
felde/er in mitie eye, fceraed to riiask it' felf with 
a:.kind of brightnefshke another Moon, and as we 
difecrn certain Spots or Clouds as it were in the 
Moon,, fo did I then fee the hke in the Earth -, but 
jvhereas the form of thofe Spots in the Moon arc 
always the fame, thefe on the- Earth feemed bv 
degrees to change evtry hour V the reafon whereof 
fccms to V;Q, that whereas the Earth accordiiig to 
his natural motion (for fuch a motion I am now 
iitisfied fht: hath according to tlie opinion oi.Copcr- 
:ww) turns rouud upon lier own Axis every four 
and twenty hours from Weft toEaft) I lliould at 
nrfl: fee in the middle of tlie Body of thi^ New Star 
the Earth, a Spot like a Pear with a MorfeJ bit out 
on, one fide, in fomc hour^ I fhould obferve this 
Spot move away toward the Eaft j This no doubt 
i^as tile m:iin Land oi AfikUfThcn might I per- 
ceive a great lliining brightnefs in that place which 
continued about the fame time, and was queftion- 
Ufe.thavaft AthnticiiPQ^m} After tbisiiiccceded 
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a Spot almofl Oval, jaft as ^ye fee Ammca dcfcrlM • 
ki our Maps, then aupthcr ^^naymicdt^xx^j^r 

luuSof Spots hke the Cpuatreys ^ud-liUnds 
J^ruMnScsXo that It feem.e4 to me no Other 
t^^an an^hu^e MathematicarGlobe ^turned |:puiid , 
dfurely before me, whcreia.fu^cem.dy.aU tlie 
Countrevsof our earthly vvorld were within t^v^n- 
tv four hours reprefented to my view, wd^this 
\vas all the means. I now had to oumber the daysv 
and reckon the: time, - - j'ma»i^ 

I couldno'// with that Philofophersand ,M4the* 
raaticians would conf^fs their ovvti ulindnefs, who 
Sive hitherto made the World beheve that the 
Ejrth hath no motion, and to confirm it «e_torq t 
to attribute to every one of theceiefha Bodies 
two Motiot^s direaiy contrary to eada other,- one 
from th6 Eaft to tho Wcflto be perform dm twenty 
four houvs with an impetuous rapid motfon 9 the 
other from Weft te Bail in feveral proportions^ O 
incredible fuppofition I That thofe hage Bodies 
of the fixed Stars in .the higheft Orb, whereof they 
coftfefs divers are above an hundred times bigger 
than the whole Earth, ftiould likefo many Nails iti 
a Cart wheel be whirled about^in fo jliort a time j 
whereas it is many thoufmd ye«rs,no iefs (fay tliey). 
than thirty thoufand, before that Orb fintthcs hi$ 
courfe from Weft to Eaft, which they call his na- 
tiiral motion •, Now wher<;as they allow theii^ iJfe 
turalcourfe from Weft to Eaft to every one Qj 
themv r^ierein they do ivcll. v The Moon pertormS 
it in,feveh and twenty. days, -the> S«ir,- Vetmzxxi 
Meraay'iW a year or thcreabout,rA^di'^ in three year, 
Jmter in twelve^ and Sa*«rn in thirty. But to 
attribute to thefe celeftiaJ Bodies contrary motions 
at once,is an abfurd conceit,and much more to ima- 
gine that the fame Orb wherein the fixed Stars are* 
whofe natural cpurfe takes up fo many thonfands 
of years, (hould be turocd about eyery twcpty tow 
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hours, I will not go fo far as Cnpernic^ who makes 
the Sun the center of the Earth and immowable^ 
neither vvill I be pofitive in any thing , only this I 
lay^ allow the Earth its motion, which thefeeyes 
of minecan tcflify. tobe true, and a!I thofc abfur- 
diticsare removed, every one having only his own 
fing!e and proper motion.. 

But where ami ? I promifcd an hiftory, and am 
laiaware^ tnin'd difputer. Gnq Accident more befell 
me worth pcntion.that during my ftay 1 faw a kind 
of a reddHh Cloud coming toward me, and con- 
tinually approaching nearer, which at Jaft I per- 
ceived was nothing but a huge fwarm of Locufts* 
He tha^ reads the difcourfes of Jearned men con- 
cerning thcmy as John' Lei> of Africa and others 
vpIIo relate that they arefeen in the Air ieveral days 
be/or<cthcy fall on. the Earthy and ad'c?s thereto this 
€Xi)crienGe of mine, vAW e.ifily concjude that they 
c:^n coitiG from - no other place thia the Globe of 
tJic Mooih, Bid: now give me leave to^go on quiet- 
ly in my jour:»ey foe cTeven or twelve days, during 
all which time I was carried, dircftiy toward the 
Globe or Body of the Moon^ wit!i iuch a. violent 
Whirling as is inc^prefUbJe, for I cannot imagine 
t Bullet but of, a Cannon could makeway through, 
the vaporous and ^uddy Airneerthe Earth with 
half that celerity ^v which is the more Grange fince 
BiyG^w/A's moved their Wings but now and then,, 
and fometimes for a quarter of an hour not at all, 
only holding them ftretchtout, as we fee Kites,and 
Eagles fometimes do for a ftiort fpace ^ during 
which paulcBl fuppofc they took their Naps, and 
times of Sleeping, for other times I could perceive 
they never had any j. For my fclf I was fo faftened 
to mine Engine that I durft flumber enough to 
fervemy turn, which I took with as great eafc, as 
if I had Iain on the beft Down-Bed' in Spain. 

After eleven days paffage in this violent flight, I 
perceiTcd we began to approach (o another Earth 
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t0 the World in the 'Mooft. ot ' 

(if I ma\Vo call it) l.c\iig the Gt( b: or very Body 
of that Stiir which wc call the Maoo. The titU dif- 
ference I fdund between this and our'^arth was^ 
that it ^ppe.ired in its nuturjl colours, as foon as 
ever I was ffoe from the atf raftion of the Earth v 
Whereas wiih us, a thing a League or two from us 
puts on th::t deadly colour ot UkvA. I th^n percei- 
ved s\fo thn this World was the greatdt part 
covered with a huge mi:^hty Sea, thofe parts only 
beiuji djy Land which are to us fomewbat darker 
than thcVftof her ficdy, I mean, what the Coun- 
trcy people c.iil. The Mlm in the Moon^inA that part 
which Ihines fobrij^ht is another Ocean befp:it-Kled 
with lllands, which foi* thtir fm.ilneis we caimot 
difccrn fo far ofPi So tlut the Splendor which ap. 
pears to iss in the Night, is nothing but the re- 
fieftion of ti>c Sun beams ref urntd to us out of the 
Witerasfrom a Looking!af>. Bo-.v much thisdif. 
agrees with what our Lhilufophtrs tc^h in the 
Schools is evident ; But aUs how many of their 
Errors hath time and tvpcrience refuted in this 
our Age, and among ether vain conje'ftures, wha 
bath not liiihcrto believed the upper Region of 
th': Airtobe very hotv as being next, forfcoth, to 
the natural place of the Element of Fire-, Meer 
Vanities, l'"anc;ts and Dreams i For after ( was 
or.ce free from tlie attraffive Beams of that Tyra- 
nous Load ftone the Earth, I found the Air alto- 
gether ferene, without Winds, Rain, Mifts or 
Clouds, neither hot nor cold, but couftantly plca- 
fant, calm and comfortable till my arrival in that 
Hew World of the Mcuj As for that Region of fire 
oor Philofophers talk of, I heard no news of it, 
mine eyes have fufficiently inforra'd me there is no 

fuch thing. . , .n. j 

The Earth had now by turoiog about (hewed roe 
all her parts twelve tiroes whc6 1 fitiiftied my courfej. 
For when by my reckoning it feem'd to be ifas in- 
deed it was) Tuefday Sfptemtierii. at which tirne 
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the Moon being two days ofd was in the twentiefh 
degree of Libnt) ray Ganfat (ecm'd by one conknt 
to rtay their courfe, and reftcd for certain bourf, 
after which they took their flight, and in Icfs than 
an hour fet me on the tcpof an higih Mill in that 
Other Worlds where many wonderful things were 
prefented to my fight. For I obferved firJl, that 
though the Globe of the Earth appear'd much 
greater there than the Moon doth to us, even ;^hrce 
times bigger, yet ail things there were ten, twenty, 
yea thirty times h-rgt r than ouri i Their Trees were 
. thriceas high, and above five time* broidcr and 
thicker i So were their Herbs, Birds, and Ccofis, 
though I cannot well compare them to ours, !)e- 
caufe I found not any kind of Beart or Bird there 
which any way refembfed ours, except Swaiiows 
N'ghtingals, Cuckoes, Woodcocks, Batts, and 
fome kiad c.f Wild Fowl 3 Aad Hkewifefuch Birds 
as my Ganja's^ aH which as [ now perceived, fpcnd 
their time in their abfencefrom us, in that World, 
neither do they differ in any thing from ours, but 
arc the very fame kind. 

No fooner was I_ upon the ground, but I found 
my felf extrc.^m hungry; ftepping then to the nest 
Tree I faftned my Engine and Ganfas thereto, and 
in great haft feii to examining my Pockets for the 
• Viftuals I had referved there i but to my great fur- 
prize and vexation, inifeid of Partridges%nd Ca- 
pons, which l thought i had hoarded there, I found 
nothing but a medley of dry leaves, Goats Hair 
Jheepor Goats Dung, r^-ofs, and the; like; my 
Gjinary-wine was turned, and flunk like Horf-pifi /; 
Oh the vjliany and cheats of thefe curfed Spirits' 
whofe affiftanctif I had depended on, in what a 
condition bad I [>ecn / while I ftood mufing at 
this ftrange Mctamorphods, on a fudden I heard 
my Ganfas fluttering behind me, and looking back, 
ITpied thptn falling greedily upoa a Shrub within 
«ie reach oi their lines, wtofe leaves they fed car- 

neftly 
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iieftlvupon, vvhereas before 1 had never fcentliera 
ettanN arcenthiBg whatever i fo ftepping to the 
S 1 put a leaf to my Mouth , the taft was fa- 
excclknt, that I cannot eKprefs it,- and if I had 
S «ith difcretion moderated my Appetite, I 
Siould have furfeitcd thereon, yet rt happened to 
be a good bait both for me and my Birds» when 
wvrhad moft need of refrefhment. 
■ Scarce hud we ended our Banquet , whenl fa .v ■ 
mvfelffurroundcd with a ftrange ki.id o( K-opIc 
both in feature, minncrs, and apparci ; th.ir sta- 
ture was very different, but they. v/ere generally 
^vice OS high as ours •, their (hape and countenance 
pieafant, and their hdbit hardly to;, be d'fcrjbdi 
for I never Taw either Clotli, Silk, nor ether Stuff, 
like that whereof their Cloths were made ', neither 
canlpolTiblv rebte their colour, t'ey bcuig ,in a ; 
manner all clothed alike i it was neitner Blacky 
White, .Yellow, Red nor Blue, nor anv coloujr 
csmpofed of thefe i If } oa ask what was it then, 
I mud tell YOU, It was a colour Dever feen in our , 
Earthly World, and fonathertobc delcabed nor 
conceived by us 5 for .15 it is hard, to make a maa 
born bind underftand the difference between Green 
and Bl«e,fo reiti:er can 1 decipher this Moon coour» 
as having no affinity wiih any I ever beb eld v can 
only fay it was the moi^ glorious and delightfur 
that can be imagined, neither was any thing more 
pleafanr to me durir.g my (lay there.

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JBirds,- he took me by the hand; and kd mc to his

\vas a buildiagfaiireat and beautifu', as nothing in 
our World is comparable thereto -, Yet afterward 
f fiw furh as this feem'd but a Cottage in rtfptft 
of them •, Tiierc was no Door .ibout the Houfe Jcfs 
than thirty Foot high, and trvelve broad, the 
Rooms were forty or fifty Foot in height, anH anf- 
werabk in proportion j neither couM they be 
much left, the Mafler thereof being fuil twenty 
eight higti, and I fuppofc his Body would weigh 
twcnt* five or tliirty of ours ^ After \ had reftcd 
wi^hhiirrabouC one of our days, he Jed me live

note his Autlioritv and Engnity, as bciig tlie prin- 
cipal man in aii thofe parts ^ Though yet there is 
one 5wprcirn Monarch amongA them, much grea- 
ter of (iaturethan he, co'nmurin,^ over all that 
whole World, having under him twenty nine other 
Princes of great Power 5 and every one of thefe has 
twenty four Inferior Governour*s, whereof this 
PyloHJs was one. The firfl Anccflor of this great 
Monarch came out of the Eartli, as they relate, 
and by marrying theHeirefs of that vaft Monarchy 
obtaining the government, left it to his Pofterity, 
who have enjoyed it ever fince, even forty thou- 
fand Moons, which is 5077 years ; His name was 
IrdonoxtiY whofe Heirs to this day affume the fame 
name ^ he, they fay, having continued there about 
four hundred Moonf, and begot divers Children, 
return d (though by what means they know not^ 
to the Earth again.

SXrical Narrations Ln^ 1*^^.^^;^^S 
fullone, even beyond belief, affirming to me that 
fome furvivcd thirty thoufand Moons, which is 
above a thoafand years, fo that the Ages of ^threc 
or four men might eafily reach to the time of the 
firft Irdonoi(t,r, and this is generally noted that the 
tal er people are of Stature, the more exccUent 
arc their endowments of mind, and the longer t^c 
they live ; for their ftature is very different, great 
numbers not much exceeding ours, ^ho feldom 
live above a thoufand Moons, whiyh « fourfcore ol 
our years i thefi; fhey accoant bafe, unworthy crea- 
tures, but one degree above brute Beafts, and im- 
ploy in mean and Servile Offices, c^Jing them 
Baftards, Counterfeits or Changiings i Thofe whom 
they account true Natural Lwiars or Moon Men^ ex- 
ceed ours generally thirty time5,,both in q«ant>ty 
ofBody, and length of life, proportionable to the 
quality of the day in both Worlds, theirs contai- 

nine almoft thirty of our days e» i . 

The manner of our travel to the Palace of Pyhnas 
was more ftrahge and incredible than any thing wc 
have related,for at our tirft fetting forth there vvere 
delivered to each otustwo Feather Fans like thote 
our Ladiei in Spain cool themfclves with in Sum- 
mer •, You mufi underftand tlwt the Globe o-t the 
Moon has likewife an attraftive power, yet fomuch 
weaker than the Earth, that if a mandobut Ipring 
upward with all his flrcngth,as Dancersdoin thew- 
.ing their Tricks, he will be able to mount fifty or 
iiyty foot high-, ^nd being then above all attrafti- 
"le Moons Earth, he falls down no more. 
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but by the Help of ttiefe F^ils as with Wings^ they 
convey themfclves in the Air in a fhort fpace, 
(though not quite lo fvvitt as Birds) whither tky 
pleafe. In two hours time (as I could guefs) by 
the help of thefe Fans we were carried through the 
Air thofc five Leagues, in all about fixty Perlons. 
Being arrived at the Palace of Pylonas^ after our 
Conduftor had declared what manner of Prefcnt 
he had brought, I was called in to him by his At- 
tendants 5 By the Statelinefs of his Palace and the 
reverence done him, I foon perceived his grcat- 
nefs, and managed my affairs in order to procure 
his favour accordingly, and having, as you may 
remember, a certain little Box or Gasket of Jewels, 
the remainder of thofe I brought from the Eafi- 
Indhsy before I was introduced I fccretly took them 
out of my pocket, and chufing fome of each fort. 
I ra^de them ready to be prefented as I Ihould think 
convenient* 

f found him fitting in a magnificent' Chair of 
State \^ith^ii5 wiie or Queeri oft 'on6 hand, and his 
EldeftSon on the other,^ one attended by a Troop 
of Ladies, and the other of young men, and all 
along the (idc of the Room flood a great number 
of liandfotn Perlbnages, whereof fcarce one was 
lower of Stature than Pylonas,vi\\ok Age they re- 
port is now one and tvventy thotriand Moons.

cannot indurc the light, fo at the firfl approach of 

day we begin to be amazed therewith, and "" »««J 

£ number, which grows by degrees into a deaa 

; flecp till the light be gone, which is in foi^i^J^en or 

fifteen days, that is till the lafi Quarter. During 

the Suns abfeuce, tlicreisa twofold h§ht, one or 
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the Sun which I could not endure to behold, and 
another of the Eurth; Novv thit of the Earth was 
at the Iieight, for when the Moon is at the change, 
then IS theE;irth a full Moon to them, and as the 
Moon increafcth with U5, fo the hg!;t of the Earth 
decreafeth with them. I found the ])ght,though the 
Sun was abfent, equal to that with us in the day 
when tfie Sun is clouded j but toward the quarter 
it dayly diminiftieth, yet leaving ftili a co:upetent 
light, which feeras very ftrange ; though not fo re- 
iBarkabic as what they there report^ that in the 
other Hemifphere of the Moon, contrary to that I 
fell upon, where duriag half the Moon they fee 
not the 5un, and the Earth never appears to them, 
they have yet a kind of light not unhkeour Moon 
light, which it fcems the nccrncfs of the Stars and 
other Planets that are at a far Icls diftancc than 
from us, affords them. . 

You muft underftand that of the true Ltmars or 
Mon men there arc three kinds, forac a little taller 
than we, as perhaps ten or twelve Foot high,thefc 
can indure the day of the Moon, when the Earth 
fliincs but little, but not the Beams of both, and 
fo muft then be latd afleep } Others are twenty Foot 
high or above, who can fuffer all the light both of 
the Earth and 5un. There are in a certain Ifland 
(the myfteries wliereof are carefully conceaIed)mett 
whofc Stature is at lealt twenty feven Foot high % 
If any other come a land there in the Moons day 
time, they inftantly fall aQeep v This is called In- 
fuU Martini, and hath a particular Governour,who 
as they report is fixty five thoufand Moons old, 
which makes five tlK)ufand of our years, his name 
is faid to be Hirucb, and he m a manner commands 
Irdm:^ur hrm,Jelf, efpecially in that ifland out of 
wiich he never removes ; There is another comes 
often thither, who they fay is not above half his 
Age, that is about thirty three thoufand Moons, 
or two thoufand fix hundred of our years, and he 

orders 
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orders all things through the Globe of the Jloon 
in matters ol Religion, as abfolutefy as the Pope 
doth in any part of Itaty^ I would fain have feett 
this man, tut was not permitted to come near him, 
his name nlmoxes. 

Now let me fettle my felf to a long nights Ueep, 
to which end my Attendants take charge of my 
Birds, prepare my lodging, and fi^nifie to me by 
fignshow I muft order my feif. It was then about 
the middle of September^ when I perceived the Air 
more clear than ordinary, and with the increafc 
of the light i began to feel my fclf fir ft dull and 
then heavy to flccp, though I had not been lately 
difturb'd of my reft ; At length I deliver^! my felf 
into the cuftody of this Sifter of Death, whofc 
Prjfoner I was for almoft a Fortnight alter, and 
then awaking;^ it is not to be Believed how brisk 
and vigorous I found the faculties both of my Body 
and Mind j I then applyed my felf to learning the 
Language,, which is tlie fame throughout all the 
Regions of the Moon, yet not fo wonderful, fince 
I believe all the Earth of Moon does not amount 
to the fortieth part of our inhabited Earth, partly^ 
tecaufe the Globe of the Moon is far lefs, and bc- 
fides the Sea or Ocean covers very nigh three parti 
of four, whereas the Land and Sea m our Worjd 
may be judged of an equal raeafure.Their Language 
is very difficult, fince it hath no Affinity with any 
other I ever hfeard, and confifts not fo much of 
Words and Letters as Tunes and ftrange founds 
which no Letters can cxprefs, for there are few 
words but fignMe fevcral things,' and arc diftingui- 
(hed only by tlieir Sounds., which are fung as it 
were inutteringj yea many words confift of tunes 
only without words ; By occafion whereof I find a 
language may be framed, and eafily learned, as 
copious as any other in the World only of Tunes 
which is an Experiment worth fearchin^ after j 
Notwithftandmi thcfc difficulties within two 
''■' - ' ' months 
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months I attained to fuch knowledge therein that I 
underflood rnoft (^leftions demanded of mc, and ^ 
with figns nnd words made reafonable ftiift to ut- I 
termy-niindj which F>/on^r having notice of, he 
ofiimes fcr.l for me, and was pleafcd to inform me 
of m^ny things my Guardians durft not difdoCc, 
though Trauft needs fay I never found they abuftd 
me with an untruth, but if I asked a queAionthcy 
wereunwillmgtorefolve, they would (hake their 
hcads,and with a SpamjJ) (hrug divert to fome other 

difcourfe. 

After fevcn Months time the great IrdonozuY ma- 
king, his Pfogrefs to a place about two hundred 
leagues from the Palace oifyloim^ fent for mc, 
yet would not^dmit me into his prefcnce but dif- 
courft me through a V/indow wlicre I might hear 
him, and he hear and fee me at pleafurc, Ipre- 
fentcd him the remainder of my Jewels wliich he 
thankfully accepted, faying he would req^utctheni 
With gifts of a far more confiderable va'uc. I fray d 
there above a quarter of a Moon when I wa5 ag.im 
fent back to Pyloms^ for if we had (tay'd a day or 
two longer the Sun would have overtaken u§ bctore 
we could have recovered our home. The gifts he 
'- beftowed on me were fuch that a ' man would part 
tvith Mountains of Gold to purchafe 5 they were ail 
Stones, nine only in number, of three forts, one 
called PoleaflU^ another Machrm^ and the third 
Ehdni^ of each fort ?• the firft are about the big- 
nefs of an Hazel-nutvery like Jet, which among 
many other incredible Virtues hath this property, 
t hat being once, put in the Fire they ever after re- 
tain their heat, though without any outward ap- 
pearance, till quenched with fome kind of liquor 
which no way endamages them though heated and 
cooled therein a thoufand times i Their heat is fo 
vehement that it will make any.Metal vvitWn a foot 
of it red hot, and beii^g in 4 Chimnqy vvarms the 
Room as if a great fire were kindled therein. The

».Tr,:fo clear and refplencfent as though not above 
thrbignefeof .iTBean, yet being placed in the night 
in the midft of a large Church it roake&ail as hght 
as if an hundred Lamps \\rere hanged round ^can 
any man wilh for more ufeful properties in a Stone 
than thefe .'' Yet my Ekluf is fo eKcellcnt that it' 
may be much prefer d before them, yea prized 
above all the Diamonds,Sdphires,Rubies, and Eme- 
ralds that our. World can afford. The iMh^r ^6' ^ 
lour is Jo ^jxceediflg beautiful that a man wpuld 
travel a thoufand Leagues to behold it, the Shape 
is fomevvhat flaf,of the bfeadthof a peice of Eight, _ 
andiwice the thickncfs, one fide is of a mere On- 
cntcolour than the other, which being clapt to a 
mans bare Skih,takcs away all the weigirt and pon- 
deroufncfs of his Body, but turning the other' fid^ 
it add? (<5rce to the attraftlvc beams of the Eafth 
either in this World d^-^hat, and makes th^boay 
half as heavy again ; Do you Wonder now why I 
ihould fo overprize this ftone ? before you fee me 
on Earth again, you will find I have reafon to va- 
1 ue this invaluable Jewel. I inquired whether they 
had not any kind of Jem, or other meins to make 
a man inviiible, which I judged a thing of admira- 
ble ufe, and coiild mention divers of our learned 
men who had written to this purpofej They anf.. 
wered, that if it were pofT.ble, yet they were fure

that fome are of a better difpofition than others^ 
which they difcern immediately at their Birth j 
And becaufe it is an inviolable Lawamongfl them 
that none (hall be put to death,therefore perceiving 
by their Stature or fome other figns who arc like 
to be of a wicked and debauched humor, th^ fend 
them, I know not by what means, into the. Earth, 
and diange them for other Chijdren, before they 
havfc either opportunity or ability to do amifs 
among them ^ but firft, they jTay, they are fain to 
keepthem there for fome time til! the Air of the 
Earth altera: their colour like ours.

The Pike of Tenerijf is thought not to have its 
equal in the World for height, its top being fo 
much above the Clouds, that in clear weather it 
may be feen fixty Dntch Leagues at Sea. 

It cannot be afcende4 but in JhIy and Au^uil, 
Jying all the other months covered with Snow, 
though upon this and the near adjacent KLinds 
none is to be feen ; It requires three d avs travel

palfed, and here we met with a Cave alyout ten 
yards deep and fifti.-en broad, being in fiiape like

♦jo Years after our Savious Birth. He was, as 
himfclf confcffcd, altogether UnJcarncd, and tho' 
naturally Subtile and Witty, yet often puzzled to 
invent Miracles to confirm the deluded Arabim 
in their vain Belief. For he contidually Preaching 
to them, that God fent him to confirm his la.v 
by force of Anns, the People earneftly demanded 
fome Sign of his Million j fo he was conftrained to 
araufe them with the ftory of a Voyage which lie 
made to Heaven, to this effeft. 

That the Angel Gabriel with 70 pair of Wings 
came to him by Night, as he was in Bed with his 
Wife, faying, That Gtd had fent for him. He going 
down with this Angel, found at his Door an Hete- 
rogeneous Bead, called Elboracb, half Afs, half 
Mule, but much f.vifter than either i for it would 
go as far at one ftep as the moft quick-fightcd Man 
could fee. This Bad (or Afahumetan) would not 
let Mthomef mount him, unlefs he would ftrfl pro- 
inife to pray for him, which the charitaWc Prophet 
did} and was then, in the twinkling of an Eye, 
brought by him to Jerufalem s where the Angel 
Gabriel tyed tlic Beaft with his Girdle to a Rock ; 
and taking Mahomet on his fhouldcrs, carried him 
to Heaven Gate- They knockt, and the Porter 
underftanding Mahomet to be there, inftantly open' 
ed, and bid him welcome. In the firft Heavens

underftandm^, as reiigioufly performed. He often 
declared that God gave hi.ij Comminion to fulfil 
his own dcfires in ail things, and in his Alcoran 
yvntes, that he thjs fpake to him, O Prophet ! 
it is permitted thee to lye with all Women that 
are given thee, or which thou dofl purchafej thy 
Aunts, or kindred, and all other good Women 
thatireclydchre thy Company, and this is lawful 
for thee alone. Thus he pretended Religion for 
fulfilling his inordinate Lufts, in which it is fay'd 
he equalled his ftrength to that of 40 men. 

The day of his Death was no lefs prodigious then 
the courfeof hiflite, a Comet rcfcmbling a Sword, 
appearing at high noon, pointing from South to 
North, and continued in the fight of all for thirty 
days together, which the Wife men of that Age 
concluded to be a Prefagc of the fatal rifeing and 
grandeur of the ArabiaM Empire, ff.tly was aftonilht 
at his diftemper, and the high frenzy whertin he 
dyed, efteeming it no divine quality in a Prophet 
and a Redeemer (as he called himfelf) of fo many 
People. He derided his preemption, yet carefully 
concealed the manner of his deathi being willing 
to promote his Law, that fo he might inherite his 
power and Empire. 

For near »oo Years after his dcccafc the Arsbi- 
MM, Saracenj, Titr^ and Ftrfians continued in the 
Mt^metaa Faith without any divifions. But in

And in the 
Temple of Serapk in Alexandria^ there was an Iron 
Sun that hung in the Air by the force of a Load- 
ftone, being a rare peice of Workmahfhip. 

The Turks make a Pilgrimage to this Tomb, 
and all true MufTelmen ere obliged once in their 
Lives, stt Icift, to go thither. To this purpofe I 
will relate the following Story, fi-om a late Travel- 
ler into Turl^ey. A Afabitmitan having, in obcdi-

When a MihHmetan has purified himfelf, he go» 
into the Church vvirh his Eyes fixt upon the Ground, 
and barefoot. To which end the Eaftern People 
hare Shoes, or Slippers, of Goats Skins dyed '5frl» 
low. Red, Violet, or Black, but none of them may 
wear them Green in the TkrJiJjh Dominions, this 
being the iacred colour which Mahomet fo much af- 
feded 5 only their Emirs wear a Green Bonnet, 
which they put on with great reverer.ce on their 
Heads j and ii a mark of their being allied to their 
Great Prophet and Legiflator.

* no longer. The AmbafTador finding the Enipe- 
ror did but deride his Folly, withdrew filently 
from the Prelcncc, and left the I erjtans to their

any one prejudiced in his Health by retaining his 

nrtoral Evacuations for v»ant of convcniency. 

I ncvei' heard vfp many Iwveaives (laith a 
French Gentleman) as were uttered upon tti» 
' account by a Tn^k at Con/i^nt'mple, y^ho M 
travelled to Mar/eiiles^ and thence to Parn. He be- 
ing ia Frdnee, ufcd, aciording to the cuftom o^his 
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Ck)untrcy, to cat great plenty of bruits, Salads, 
and , among the reft , Cucumbers half ripe, 
Stalks and all -, a Diet enough to break a French 
Horfes BeUy, yet much admired by the Eaftcrn 
People, whofc D gcftion tames it | well enouf,ii. 
This Mahometan Did, He found it hotter in Paru, 
during the heat of Summer, than at DAmafco in 
Sma, tho* it lye i $ Degrees more to the South ; 
fo, to cool himlclf, he refolvM to eat a great Dil1i 
of Milk and Cucumbers, and fo to walk about iulf 
a Mile off where he had bulinefs. Returning back, 
the motion of his Body, the coldncfs of the Cu- 
cumbers, and the heat of the feafon, caufed great 
commotion in the Bowels of the Muirdman, and 
would by no means be appeafed. He fearchcd about 
for an Houfe of Eafcment, yet could difcover no- 
thing but open Ihops and throngs of people ; He 
grew difconfolatc, not knowing w'lat co.;rfe to 
take.

* oil?* But thefe fad Complaints little availed, for 
before he could get to his Lodgings, the Cucum* 
bers forc'd their way open at his Back-door, and 
made the difconfolatc S>yMn know that Milk and 
Cucumbers was not fo fwcet as Milk and Honey, 
yet be muft endure the fmell as well as he made fe* 
veral others, as he paffed in that ftinking pickle 
to his Lodgings to clcanfe bimfelf. This cleanlinefs 
of the Mahometans makes them caU Chrijtians FHl- 
thy, Unckao, and Nafty Infidels, or Unbelievers. 
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And thJs much for this Gran/lmpaftor Maborpe^ 
whom Heaven permitted to be a fcourge for pu- 
Sing the Chriftiansi who, at that time hid 
fc fakentheDoftrinesoftheGofpd, and had im- 
brued damnable Henfies.

near the Oven. Next Morning the King caufed 
the Cook and Baker to be apprehended, and led 
quite though the City, with two Men going before 
proclaiming to the ptrople ; * We are going to put

* be baked alive for felling bread by falfe Weights i 
^ and the Cook is to l)eroaftcd alive for having fold 
^ Meat by falfe Weights. Thus thefe two Men (tr^ 
ved for an Example not only to Ifpahan but to all 
the Kingdom, every one dreading the fevere Ju- 
ftice of Sha Abhas, 

Sha Abbas his fucceflbr afted almoft fuch another 
piece of feverity, for having made one J^fir Kan^ 
a great Lord, who kept a magnificent Train, Go* 
vernouor ol Ajierabat j Atfirft he was very miW, 
but at lafl began to cxaft fuch furas from the peo* 
pie, that his violences reached the Kings Ear; who 
being one day drinking with his Lords, and feeing 
the Mafler oi his Mufick in the Room, who was a 
merry Droll, and had always fome pleafjint news to 
tell the King, he was pleafcd to ask him what the 
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1 44.: The UovertiTi^nt of the 

people faid oiJafer-Katt, Adding thjt he had made 
him Govcrnour of divets Provinces, and had ne- 
ver heafvl any complaint of him, but now lie was 
accufcd of Tyranizing over the people. The Mu- 
fick Maftcr being a nicer Flatterer, and ki^owing 
that jafcY'Kan was exrreamly beloved ot the King, 
confidently averd'd, tliat the GovL-rnor was fallly 
accufcd, and that he had always known him apter 
to give than receive. There wjs prcfent an Agn 
latclv returned from a Pilgrimage ta Mj^cca j him 
the King alfo psKcd vvh.it w.f? h.s opinion of Jit- 
fir-Kan and Ins Governmcnf, being a perfon long 
acquainted with him ; The Agii thinking to plcafc 
the King, returned the fame iinlwer. The King 
vho was well informed of the Kans behaviour, 
turning to the Lords prtfcnt, * What think ycu, 

* faid he, of thcfc two b iattcrers, that abfolutcly 

* kno.v the contrary to what they fpeuk. And 
rommanded two oi the Mufick Maflers Teeth to be 
pluckt out and driven into the head of the ^^k, 
which had like to have coft him his life, being a 
very old Man^ As for Jafer-Kan he was difgraced 
for 3 time, but his excellent Accompiifhmcnts foon 
refrorcd him again to favour. 

Murther is feverely punifhed, nor will Money 
favc the Criminal i The Murtherer is carried be- 
fore the Magifiratci he delivers him to the Parents 
or Kindred of the perfon flain, who carry him to 
Execution, and without camjviflion torture hira 
to death. The Governor of Shm^ had a Favou- 
rite, who falling in love with a young PeYJlm 
Gentleman endeavoured to abufe his Body j One 
day meeting upon the Road, and lying under the 
fame Tent, the Favourite about Mid-night came to 
his Bcd-fide, and after many f^>llicitations would 
ha/e forced him ; But bang viokotly refifted, for 
roadnefs to find himfcif difappointed, and liable to 
be difcovered, he ftab'd the young Gentleman to 
the heart, and tied to the Mouatdins. The Mur- 
ther 
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^her being divulged, .the Mother, Widdow, and 
"Sifter of the young Man repaired to the Governor 
for Juftice, who willing to fave his Kavourite, of- 
fered them Money, which tliey with fcorn refufing, 
and threatning to complain to the King-, he was. 
coortraiued to purfue hi. Favourite j at length he 
took and fent him to Jfi>ahan, faying, he woula 
not judge of the Affair, but refer it to the King. 
The M -ther, Widdow, and Siller followed the 
Murthefcr to Ij'pAban and demanded Jufticc with 
that eagernefs, that though the King had an incli- 
nation to favc the Favourite for the Govcrnours 
fake, he was forced to abandon him, and bid them 
pay themfeJves with his blood. Immediately he 
was carried to execution, where the widdow firft 
ftab'd him to the ^-eart with a Dagger, then the 
Mother took het turn, and after that the SiOer, 
and then holding a Cup to receive his bood, 
drank every one a Cup full to quench the thirft ot

Extraordinary care is taken for fecunng the 
High-ways, and Guards fct at convenient diftances } 
As the Caravan was one day fettiflg out from Jau- 
rk to Ifpaban, a poor Fellow took an occafion to 
rob a Cloak-bag, and fled crofs the Fields not 
knowing the way, the Merchant mifling his Goods 
complained to the Governor, who fent order to the 
Guards to fcarch ftriftly for him. The Thief be- 
ing conHrained to forfake his Cloak-bag, and crols

CnllicHt. 

Tin's is a Town on the Coaft of Afafabar, where 
_ ,_t^''<-^ Fo\tuials ffrft fcticd themff Jvcs, and the 
^'•2^///7; Merchants have a Kaaory.Thc i'liiicc oi Ca- 
licut calls himfcH Zumorin, a Prince of great power; 
and not more hiack of colour than treacherous in 
dilpoiition. Many deformed Pagods are here wor- 
inipped, but with this Ordinary Eva Hon, that they 
adore not Idols, but the Deumo's they repreu nt. 
The Dtttcb General who was Cook of the Ship 
Crowned the prefent Prince with thofe hands which 
haJ oftner managed a Ladle than a Sword. Ma- 
tabar is a Low Countrey, with a delightful Coaft, 
and inhabited by people that praftice Pyracy. 
There is a certain wind which blowing there in 
Winter, fo difturbs the neighbouring Sea, that it 
rowls the Sands to the mouths of the adjoining 
Ports, fo that then the Water is not deep enough 
tor the Icaft Bark to enter. But in the Summer 
another contrary wind, drives bark the lame Sand, 
and makes the Port again Navigable. The great 
number of Rivers in this Countrey render Horfcs 
ufelefs, cfpeciilly for War. A Countrey for the 
nioftpartofthe Year green, and abounding with 
Cattle, Corn Cotton, Pepper, Ginger, CafTia, 
v^ardamum. Rice, Myrabolans Ananas Papas, Me- 
lons, Dates, Coco's, and oiher Fruit. 
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Empireofthe Iffreat Mogol. 14? 
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THIS Town is about 40 days Journey fi-om 
Agra, and drives as great « Trade as any City 
in Afia •, though the accefs to it be very dangerous. 
For the River Tappy or Tifuiy rifmg out of the De- 
can mountains, glides through Brampore, and m 
Meanders runs by the walls ot Surat ; and after 1$ 
Miles wrigling about, difcharges it felf into the 
Ocean, but is fo ihallow at the mouth that it will 
hardty bear a Bark of 70 or 80 Tuns •, So that 
Ships are forced to unlade at Swally* Which is re- 
markable for the mifchance of Capt. Woodcdc^ who 
at the taking of Omits, feizcd a Frigate as Prixe 
ladeo with near a Million of Ryalsj but coming 
into Srpalfy Road the Ship funk, and therewith all 
his Golden hopes vauiihed. The Engli/f) Eaft-Indta 
Company, and alfo the Dutch, have their Prefidentfi 
and Faftories in this Citv, making it the greateft 
Mart in the Indies, Surat is fecured with a Caltle 
of Stone, well ftored with Cannon. The Houfes 
are generally Built of Sun dried Bricks, which are 
ve.y large, and lafting •, They have flat rooft, rai- 
led round about to prevent falling. They have 
beautiftil Gardens of Pomegranats, Melons, tigs, 
and Lemons, interlaced with Rivulets and Springs. 

The Engli/f} Houfe for the reception and Staple 
of their Goods is very iWagnificent. , 

Baroche not far diftant drives a great Trade in 
Cottons. The Eniliflj have a very Noble Houfe 
here. Not far from which Tavermer writes, t.iat 
of a dry ftick, a Mountebank in lefs then half aa 
Hour, made a Tree grow Five foot high, which 
did bear Leaves and Flowers. 
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The H'4<iry of Savagi 
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The Hifiory of Savagi the Indian Rebel. 

THc Plundciing of S^raf by the famous Rebel 
Savai'i^ and other his A<^rions dcferve 
here to be infcrtcd. This Raja^ or Lord Sav4 
was^ Born at Bafhtim^ the Son of a C^iptain of the 
King of y}f!apnn)\ and bcirg of a turbulent Spirit, 
wbclled in his Fathers lite time^ and puttii'^ hif^- 
felf in the head of fcverai Banditti, and other de- 
bauched young men, he retirx:d into the mountains 
q{ fdfiapoHr^ and defended himself againfl all (hotc 
that came to attack him. The King of yif:apiii 
^sinking that his Father kept InteHigcnce with him, 
ijaufed him to be fcixcd and imprifoncd where he 
dyed. Savagi was hereat fo inccnfed againft the 
King that he breathed nothing but revenge. M^ 
la a (hort time plundered Vijiapouv his principal 
Gity, and with the booty he took there, mad: 
himfclf fp powerfuli as to be able to feize fcvcra! 
Towns, as RajapoHry "^afigaVy Crapatcfi, Daiow/,and 
to form a little State thereabout. The King dying 
about that time, and the Qiieens endeavours to re- 
duce him being unfuccefful, fhc accepted the IVace 
he propofcd toher^ That he fhould enjoy ths 
Teri'itories which he had fubdued, and be tributa- 
ry to the Young King, and pay him half his Re* 
Vienue. 

Ilpwever Savagi could not refl^ but being a 
ftoutman, vigilant, bold, and undertaking in the 
higheftdeg ee. he refoivcd to fcrzc upon Cha-fye^' 
Ifcin Goven. ax of Decartj and Uncle to the Great 
Mogol^ with ail his Treafures even in the midft of 
his Armys, in the Town of Anrenge AhaJ. And 

h^A efftfted his d^fign if he. had net been rfifcovc- 
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the ta^in Rebel, 151 

red too foon. For one' night being accompanied 
with a crew ofrefolute Fellows he got into the 
very Apartment of Cba-hejl kan i where the Go- 
vernouis iSon, forward in his Fathers defence was 
killed, and he himfelf grieivoufly wounded ; Sava- 
gi in the meantime gcfting away without damage.. 
Yet this difappointraent did not daunt hira in the 
leaa, iufomuch that he undertook another boldl 
and t*angcrou5 enterpnze in the Year 1654. which; 
fucccded better. He drew about 3000 chofen men* 
out of his Armv, with whom he rook the Feildi 
without noife-, fprcading a Report by tlie. way,, 
that it was a Nobiemin going to Court. 

When he was nccr Surat th.it Famous and Rich* 
Port of the Indies. inOead of Marching farther, as 
he made the Gra>.d Piovoit of that Countrey whont^ 
he met, behcvc, he fell into that Town, cutting- 
off the Arms and Legs of the Inhabitants to make, 
them difcover their Treafurcs, fearchtng, digging^.. 
and loading away, or burning what he could not 
carry away with him. He continued plundring 40 
days •, So that none but tiie Dntch and Engl'iPx favcd; 
therafclvt:s, b:caufe they were in a good pofhire. 
of defence ; tfpecialty the Emli/h, who having - 
time to fend for affiftanre from fome of their Ships 
which lay near the Town, behaved themfelvcs gal- 
lantly and faved befides their own, fevcral other 

Houfes near them. . , . , . * 

A certain Tew of Confianfimple, who had brought 
Rubies of a great value, to fell thera to the Gfeat^ 
MosoL was thrice brought upon his knees, and' 
had the knife held up to cut his Throat, yet "ill 
perfiftcd in his denial that he liad any, and fo fa- 
cd his Life and Jewels. ,. . , ,r * - a». 
At that time the K. of Ethtopta had fent an^Am- 
balTadorto the Great /M&go/ with feveralPrefents,. 
and among others, Twelve curious Hori«, and a. 
littleMuIe?theSkin of which was fpecW^^.^^'l;^ 
that of a Xyger j So fiiicly, fo yanoufly, ^nd^ ^

orderly (Ireaked that no Silkin Stuft of //i^z^ was 
more beautiful. There were alfo 2 Elephants 
Teeth, fo prodigioufly large that a very ftrong man 
could fcarce lift one of them from the ground. 
Laftlv, the Horn of an Oxe full of Civet, half a 
foot broad on the top. They were no fooncr arri- 
ved at Si^rat^ but Savagi came and ranfackt and 
burnt the Town, and there Houfe among the reft, 
So that they could fave nothing but their Letters, 
He emptied the Oxes horn, and carried away tlie 
/ferfes and the Elephants Teeth. Nc durft not at- 
tack the Caftlei but Marcht off without oppofiti- 
on, loadcn with Gold, Sijver, Jewels, Silk Stuifs, 
fine Linnen and other Rich Merchandize, to the 
Value of Three hundred thoufand pound En^lijh 
monev. 

The Great M-ygol fcnt an Army under y^JJeingne 
to befiegc the principal Fortrcfs of Savagi, who be- 
ing expert in matters of treaty, he fo ordered the 
bufinefs, that Savagi fnrrendred before it came to 
extremity ; and afterward joined with the Mogol 
againft VifapoHY i The lAogol declaring him a Ra]ii^ 
taking him under his protcftion, and making his 
Son a confiderabic Commander- Some time after 
the Md^/ intending War againft Perfta^ writ fuch 
obliging Letters to Savagi^ extolling his Genero- 
(ity. Ability and Condu^, that he at length refol- 
red, upon the I^'aith of Jejjeingue to come to the 
Wogol at Dehli, A Kinswoman to the Mogol being 
then at Court, having a great influence upon him, 
perfwaded him to fecure Savagi, who iiad murde- 
red her Son, wounded her husband, and deftroyed 
Surat^ So that one evening Savagi faw his Pavil- 
Jions bcfet with 3 or 4 Segments of Souldiers. But 
he made fhift to get away in the night ; the eldeft 
Son of Jejfdngke was fufpefted to have furthered 
his efcape i but many fay'd, that it was by the con- 
icnt of the Great Mogol^ fince he conid no longer 
retam him at Court, bccaufc of the great fplecn of 
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the Women againft hiirVor ^^'"g ^'P^ '"^ '^^"^'^ 
in the Blood of their kinfmen. After this Savagi 
feizcd on many ftrong Holds, moftly feated upon 
deep mountains, the Mogol not being able to rccJu e 
him, and he often ravages the Couutrey from Goa 
to the very Gates of 5«r«f. , 

He has Hkewife Ships at Sea, and in the Year 
1685 Fifteen hundred of his men in 5 Ships and 
four Grabbs, attackt an EngUP) Eaft-India Ship 
Capt. John Hide Commander, but were bravely 
repulfed with a great flaughter, though tbofe brave 
Endikmen had not the happinefs long to c!i|oy the 
honour of that Noble Aftlon, their Ship being tn- 
fortunately caft . away coming into the ChannelJ, 
and all the Men but Two, loft. Sav^-i now A^ts 
as King, and ftcures himfclf ^n the mountains 
where the Mognt is not able to attack him. 

Caambaia is 5 Miles from the Riytr Jndii^ and 
about? Miles in Compafs, one of the neafeft and 
beft Built Citvs in all the Esft, and cal kd the //i^/- 
anGrand Cam for its Greatnefs, Traffick and Ferti- 
litv of foil, and fo populous astocontam an hun- 
dred and thirty thoo.fand Families, ^cre they cut 
the Agats that come ftom other Ccuntreys, into fe- 
vcral forts of fhipes, and in the Suburbs Jey "i.ke 
Indico //ere the EuSlndia Company ^f/.^;^"^ 
ry i the tydes are fo fwift,thata «t.rfe at full fpeed 
cannot ke'cp pace with the Waves ? but the Sea 
and the Trade is fallen away ftom it. Swffy^s 
more South, and about a ^ilefrom the Sc ^^t 
gives name to a large Capacious Bay where he 
Ihips ride that Trade to SuraP, from which it 1$ 

about tea Mile diftant. ^^^ 
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MasUpatarj. 

MAsl'ipatan, or MetchLxpatam is a great City, 
the Houfes whereof are only vvocci, Built 
at 4 diftance from each other. If ftands by the 
Sci, and the Honourable E.ift-InJiu Coinpanv have 
a Ha^lory Iicrc. This being the moA famous Rojd 
for Ships, in the Bay of Bengal from whence thcv 
Sail to Pegu, Shm, Omni, Sumatra, and otlur 
Pljces of Traffick. This City is in Go!kond.i, but 
the GreJt Moiol is \o much dreaded there th it his 
€ommifnoncr i* Mailer thereof, buying, fcling, 
bringing in and fending abroad his Mcrrh'stiLs Ships 
none daring to contradict him in any rhin;], nor to 
demand any Cuftums d him. Puianiu is a Citv 
South from Slim^ and was govcrred man/ \ears 
by a qiiccn. In 1012. Some £//.'///7; MciJ came 
hither with a Letter from Q. Elk.tbeth, and a 
Prefent from the Merchants of 600 Rials of Eialif. 
The Letter was carried in great rtate, being la'y'd 
in a Bafon of Gold, lay'd on an Elephant, adorned 
with httle Klaggs, Lances and MinllriJs. Tiiey 
then obtained a Grant to Trade there, upon tie 
fame conditions as the HniandarSi and there was 
an Englif}} Kaftory whicii is now removed. 

Swmisa Kingdom ; The chiefcft oart lyinff be- 
tween the GuJf o{ Slant and Be'^iale ;' the Counfrey 
IS plentiful in Rice and Fruits. Tiie Forrtfts fto- 
red with Deer, Klephants, Ty ers^ Rhinoceros, 
and Apes. Here grew (lore of arge Bamboo Onesj 
under the knots of them are Ants or Emmets 
Nc«s, as big as a Mans head, where they preferve 
therafclvcs during the Rains, whicb continue 4,

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King appeared all the Doors and V/indbwsof the 
Koufes rnuft be fliut j All the Pec^ple proftrating, 
themfelves 011 the ground, net daring to look up. 
And becaufc no Perfon was to be in: an higher Place 
then the King, they within doors were bound 
to keep their loweft Rooms j He would futfer no 
Barbar to come near him v one of his Wives cutting 
his hair for him. Oiie part ot Uis magnificence 
confifls in his Train of 200 Elephant's, among 
which one was White, which he va'ued fo high- 
ly as to flile himfelf, King of the white Elephant. 
fte pa^fDnately admires rhcm, accounting them 
liis Favoviritts, ard the. Ornaments of his King- 
dom. If an Eiev hart dyed he W3s bur ed with 
the farce Fuiieral /'omp as a Nobleman. The 
Bogli(i> had a KaOtoiy 'loVirerly m this Kingdom, 
as vv^'l as :it Arrfugcn. Ai for Baltaf^,re, Hugli, 
Chuttanetti, V.wa^ Li'uttreil i thepr^fcnt [Jonou- 
rable Ea^t huiia Company have Fartorys in all 
thofe Places, of which little more can be fay'd- 
tlien what has been fpokcn of others. 

At the-famous Fort oi Bmbay lUand,.the EngUflx 
have Built a ftrong ^ort and here they Coin both 
Silver Copper and Tin, which pafles among them- 
felves, and the V illages along the Coaft, 
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Ti}c Empire and Government of the Great

HAviiig givenforactccount of theForts andFaft- 
rys 01 the Honourable Eajilihiia Company, 
1 th4il fubjoinea brcif Relation of the Empire and 
Government of that Mi-hty Monarch. 

Th? naaieof //;i/.«is now given to the Empire 
of the^Great Mgol, and to the two Pcninfula's,oae 
on this fide, and the other beyond Ganges y with 
the Iflands fcattered in rhe Indian Set ; which are 
all comprehended under the general Name of the 
Eafl-lndies \ yea fome Authors take inalltbeOri- 
„cntal Fart of Ajia. It is recorded, that the Old 
Inhabitants confi/led in 122 fcveral Nations j ori- 
ginally dcfcendcd from the Sons of Noah^ before 
tlKir journey to the Valley of Shi/iaar, and their 
attempt in Building the Tov;er of Bnhel. That it 
was firft invaded by the famous C^ueen Sehramit^ 
with an Army of above four Millions, whom StaU' 
rotates an Indian King oppofed with equal forces, 
who overcame and flew her. That the next Inva- 
fion was by Baochm the Son of Jupiter and Herat' 
les^ who by policy and force lubdued them, and 
taught them the ufe of Wine, OyJ, and the Art 
of Architefture. After this, India, was invaded by 
Alexander the Great j He vanquifhing dtdClopbae 
Queen of Maga:(a, and then King Ponu,both whom 
he took Prifoners j But reftoring them again 
their Liberty and Kingdom returned back to Haby- 
/on, where he dyed of poyfon. After this they 
lived uj peace under feveral Kings. In 1587. their 
countrey being difcovered by the Fwfu^als, and 

after 
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after by the Dutch and kngl'ij\ they have had much 
Traffick with them. 

This vaft Empire comprehends the greatcft part 
of the Continent of Afui, wherein are contained 
^7 Kinadoras. As for Remains of Antiquity, there 
are few or none, the M'tgols having ruined all the 
Ancient Rui!d'ing?,which according to the Ancients 
were 30 large Citvs, and 3. 00 Walled Towns and 
Caftlcf, fo rtrong'as to be thought impregnablej 
which may not be improbable, if Koah firft planted 
there, after his dcfccnt from Mount Ararat^ not 
far diflant from heiice. Since fucb mighty Ar- 
rays were raifcd in thofe Countrevs not many Years 
after, and the Land fo well Built and plantcdj To 
that when Alexander had overthrown King Porut 
near the River HydafpU, he fay'd. He found greatep 
Citys and more fumptuous Buildings in Mta thtn 
in all the World befides. Some of the Cit} & t.wt 
end in Pore, as Ateliapore, Vifiapore, and others, 
feem to retain the iviemory of K. PoriKy as others 
in Scander, the Name of Alexander. 

The Dominions of the Great Mo^d are larger then 
the P^rfians, and equal to the Grand Seigniors, 
^is ftrength lyes i? the Number of b»* Jub^eft , 
theVaftnIs of his wealth, and the extent of h« 
Empires his Revenue exceeding the F^^i?^"^^^^^ 
the r«rt. both put together. But the K. of ^^ 
exceeds him in tforfe, Arms, and w^^'l^^e f eop I^ 
Ms Revenue is reckoned to be about Seavcn Milli^ 
ons and an half, Englifl, money. The Throne a^one 
wherein he gives Audience, is va ued at "^ar ^ our 
Millions,being almoft covered with Je^^e s, Pca^ s 
and all kind ?f precious ftones of a vaft Value. Tfie 
prefent Mogd derives his Crigtnal from W^r^^» 
thtScythian, who overcame all .ly?.^, ^"f °f ,f,f„ 
jaxetxhc Ottoman Emperor Prif^ier, puttmg hn 
into an Iron Cage, againft the Bars of v^iieh ne 
beat out his brains, ^he" W^^'^ « had u^ 
him Prifoner, he was brought before htm, who ^x 
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jng his Ey^s upon him fell a laughing^ B.mret be- 
ing highly offended feircely fuyM to him, Lau;^h 
not at my Fortune Sw, but know it is God tliat 
difpofesof Kingdoms and Empire^ and the fame 
may happen to you to morrow that has bcfaln rr,€ 
to day. To which Tamerlain replyed, F kno.v this 
as well as you, nor do f laugh at your miffortuncs 
but am thinking that certainly thefe Kingdoms and 
Empires are very contemptible things in the eyes 
of God, fince he gives them to fuch inconiick- 
rabic Perfohs as we are, you a deformed one eyed 
man, tnd I pitiful lame Creature. 

The m^ol is the General Heir to all thofe to 
whom he gives Penfions ; and his will is a Law in 
the decifion of his fubjefts affairs, and therefore 
they carry the Names of their Tmployments, and 
not of the Lands which they enjoy. Now becaufc 
of this Barbarous tho' Ancient Cuftom, in the late 
J^fo^ols Reign one of the Ancient Governours being 
very Rich, and finding himfelf near Death, think- 
ing upon this unreafonabfe Law, uhich oft renders 
the Wife of a Nobleman and her Children poor 
and miferilblein an Inflant; He fecretly diftributd 
all his great Eftate to indigent G^zitlemen^and pocr 
Widdovvsi filling his Trunks, with Old Iron, old 
Shoes, Rags and bone?. Locking and Sealing them 
clofe, faying, they were Goods belonging to the 
Mogol i before whom they were brought after his 
death, and opened in h s prefcnce before his Lords 
that all faw this fine ftuff.which fo difcompofcd tk 
Mogol^ that he rofeand went away in a great fury. 
He is able to bring loocoo Horfe into the Field, 
but the Foot are inconfiderable. Chab^ Jehan the 
Father of the prefent Emperor left behind him 
about 5OCO00 Livers, befides the Rich Throne 
aforementioned. The prefent Emperor or Moi'^l 
i« called Aureng'T^eby having ufurpt the kingdom 
jTom his father upon this occafion. This great 
K^^g having rdgned 40 Years with much clemency 
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and Juflicc i in his declining Age lancied a Youn 
Lady of extraordinary beauty not above 13 lear' 
Old. And becaufe the ftrcnght of nature would 
not perniit him to fatisfy his l^afTton, he took cer- 
tain Provocatives, which were fo hot that he leu 
intoadiftemper which had alraoft killed him. This 
obliged him to (hut himfelf up in a ftrong loxtif^y 
together with his Women, for 2 or 3 Months , 
During this time he feldom appeared ^o his People, 
and then at a great diftance, which made them be- 
lieve he was dead. He had 4 Sons and 2 Daugh- 
ters, whom he loved all alike, making his Sods 
Governours or Vice Roys of four of the principal 
Provinces in his Kingdom. Dunng this falfc re- 
port of his Death. Vara his cideft Son continued 
with him 5 But foon after they raifed Arrays, ana 
fought agaiaft one another-, And after many Bat- 
tels and much Bloodfhed Auteng^sb the Third Son 
having deftroyed his Three Brethren, niounted the 
Throne, keeping his Father Prifoner. Some time 
after, he fent to his Father forfome of h»sJ«wds, 
that he might appear before h,s People with the 
fame magnificence his PredecelTors 1^^ <lo^. 
; Cbab-JebJrn taking his requeft for an Affront, fell 
intofUa ragethat he continued ^^\^''\J''^^^ 
days, and had like to have died upon , , he cai 
led iWeral times for a Mortar and P^f^' ^^°Jf^ 
all his Jewels to Powder '\ther than his Son mouUi

Aiircnii;bhxA never been fdng-, He had .mother 
Sifter called R.tucheiura 8c'^'^,77, who aiu.tvs took 
his part and f.nr him a!j th.c Gold and Su'vcrllie 
could procure when /lie heard he hid tjkcn ArniH 
in recoto pence whereof he prom i fed vhcn he cjir,e 
to be King to give her tlie Tif le of Chu Segm, and 
that file fhould fit upon a Throne ; ail which lie 
performed ^ andthty lived lovinglv together. This 
Princefs having fecrctly conveyed a'handfora young 
nianin(ohcr Apartment could not let him out fo 
privately, after flie had quite tired him, but the 
King had notice thereof j The i'rincefs to prevent 
the fhame ran to the King, and in a pretended 
fright told him, there was a man got into theHa« 
ram even to her very Chamber who defigned eithtt 
to have kili or Rob her j That fuch an accident 
was never before known, and that it concerned 
the fafety of his RoyaIPerfon,and he would do well 
to punifh the Eunuchs who kept the Guard that 
night. The King ran inftantly with a great num- 
ber of Eunuchs, fo that the poor Young Man had 
no way to efcape but by leaping out at a Window 
into the Riv«r that runs by the Pallace Wails; i 
multitude of people ran out to feize him, the 
King commanding they fhould do him no harm, 
but carry hire to the Officer of Jufticej yet he4uf 
pi/y efcaped and has not been (ince heard of. 

It is an Ancient cuftom among the Heathen In- 
titans that the Husband happening to dye the Wife 
can never marry again ; fo when he is dead, (he 
!;"j'"«*,f<> hewaii him, (haves her hair, and lays 
«nac all her ornaments, taking ofF her Arms and 
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legs, the Braccelets her Husband put on when he 
efpoufed her, in token of her fubmifTion, and being 
chained to him j and all her life after (he lives def- 
pifed, yeaworfe than a Slave in the Hoiife where 
(he was formerly Miftrefs. Thiscaufes them ra- 
ther to dye with their Husbands than live in fuch 
Contempt, tliC B'-amins or Pricfts perfwading them, 
ithat after Death they (hall meet him again in the 
other World with greater advantage i Yet can no 
I Woman burn her felf without leave from theGover- 
Inour of the Place, who being a Mehometan,3nd ab- 
horring this execrable cuflot'i of felf Murther docs 
often deny it. Some Women, are (b offended 
thereat that they fpend the reft of their lives, in 
[works of Charity. Some fit on the Road Boyling 
•u'fe in Water and giving the Liquor to Travel- 
[lers to drink i others hold Fire ready in their hands 
:o light their Tobacco i others make vows to eat 
lothing but the undigeflcd grains which they find 
^n Cow-dung. But when the Governor finds no 
lerfwalionswill alter the Womans refolution, and 
serceivcs by a fign from his Secretary tliat fhe has 
jiven him Money to that purpofe,he in a furly man- 
ler bids the Devil take her, and all her kindred-, 
immediately the Mufickftrikcs up, aud away they 
^o to the Houfeof the deceafed, virh Drtims beat- 
ing and Flutes playing, in which manner they ac- 
:ompany the Perfon to the p'ace appointed y AH 
ler kindred and Friends come and congratulate 
ler for the happinefs fhe is to enjoy in the other 
IWorld, and the lionour their Family receives by 
"this her generous refolution. She then drelfcs her 
felf as if going to be Married and is conduced in 
Triurapbtothe place of EKccution, with a loud 
loifc of Mufical Infiruments and Womens voices, 
Tmging Songs in houvur of the mifcrable creature 
that is going to dye. The Bramins, exhort her to 
(Courage and conflancv, and many European Spefta- 
tors think that thefe Prcifis give her fome ftupify- 
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ing Liquor to xAt aw.iy the fear of Dcarli •, for it 
IS fhcir mtcrcrt that thefe mifcnblcvvrctchesaioiild 
dcflroy tlicmielvcs: Their Bracelets about their 
Legs mi Arrns, Pendants, Rings, and jewels all 
belonging to them, who rake them from areon^ 
the allies when (lie is burnt j fbmetim.-rs a littie 
Hut of Reeds is cre^ed on the bank of a River, bcf- 
mcarcd xvith Oyl and other Dru^s. The Wom.in 
IS placed in the middle in a leaning pofiurc with 
her head on a kind of Wooden BoiAcr, and reft- 
fting her back againrt a Pillar, to which the Brmn 
tyes her about the middle, left (Tic llioiild runaway 
apon feeling the Fire. In tliis pofture nie hods 
the Body of her deccafed Husband upon her knees, 
chewing Betelc ab-ut half an hour. The Woman 
bids them fire the Hut, which is quickly done, her 
kmdred and Friends throwing Pots of Oyl into it, 
to difpatch her. Jn feme places they onlv build a 
Pile of Wood upon which the Woman is placed as 
on a Bed, with her Husbands Body Javed croft iar, 
then fomc bring her a Letter, others peiccs of Caii- 
coe. Silver or Coppcr,defiring her to deliver tlicm 
to their Mother, Brother, Kinfman, or Friend in 
the other World j wlien ftie has received all, file 
puts them between her Husbands iSody and her 
own, tyed up in a peice of Tatfety, and then cal.'s 
to kindle the Pile, wherewith (he is foon f^iried ; 
but there being fcarcity of Wood in Be}\gak^ the 
bodies of thefe poor Wretches arcm any times only 
gnl haded and then caft into the River Ganges to be 
devoured by Crocodiles. 

The magnanimity of many of thefe Women is 
admirable 5 The Rajaofyetou having lofl his City 
and life in a Bittle againft the King of Vtfiapoun 
General, he was extreamly lamented, and eleven 
of his Wives refolved to be burnt at his Funeral. 
The General endeavoured to divert them by 
kind ufage, but, finding perfwafions in vain he or- 
dered them to be (hut up in a Room ; the Women 
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*<in a rage told him. That 'twas to no purpofe to 
" keep them Prifoncrs, for if they might not have 
« leave to do wiiat they had rcfolvcd,in three hours 
"there would not one of them be alive. He 
laughed at this Menace, but the Keeper of thofe 
Women opening the Doors 5 hours after, found 
them all ftretched out dead upon the pIace,without 
the left Mark of any outward violence offered to 

them. 

Tvo of the greateft Lords of Mia came in 1642. 
to do Homage \.o Cba-]€han -^ they having offended 
the Grand Mafter of the Houfehold, he told one 
'*of them one day in the Kings prefencc, that 
"they had not behaved thcmfclves as became 
"them toward fo great a Monarch. The Raja^ 
or Lord looking on himfelf as a great Prince, he 
and his Brother having brought with them a Train 
of fixtccn thoufand Horfe, being netled at this bold 
reproof of the Grand Mafter, drew out his dag- 
ger and (lew him on the place before the King ; 
The Grand Mafter falling at the feet of his own 
Brother who ftood juftby him, he was going to 
revenge his Death, but was prevented by t^^t Ra- 
jas Brother who fiab'd him likewife, and lay d lum 
athwart his Brothers Bod v; The K ng feeing there 
2 Murthers retired into his Apartment for tear 5 
but the Nobles and people prefently fell upon the 
il^i^Vandcut them to peiccs ; The King incen- 
fed at fuch an attempt committed m his Houfe and 
prefence, commanded the bodies ot the ^J^fJ^ 
L thrown into the River, which their Troop* 

thatthey had left about ^«;i."?**"?,'"t fhe RMna 
ned to enter the City and Pillage 't i fo the Kmg 
was advifed to deliver them the Bodies of their 
Princes. When they were to be buroed. thirteen 

Women belonging to the two f'^l^'^'^'/^XtT 
and got upon the Funeral Pie,hoId.ng one anomer 
by the hJnds, and being .ftitted by the S^^k, 
ilii all together into the Firejprefently the Brmm 
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tlirew in great heaps of Wood, Pots of Oil, and 
other combuftible matter to difpatcli them. When 
I was at Patnaj faith my Author, a handfom younj; 
Woman of about two and twenty, came to dtfirc 
leave of the Govcrnour to be burnt with the Body 
of her dead Husband *, The Govcrnour conipjfTio- 
nat' ■•§ her Youth and Beauty, ftrove -to di(f»vade 
her, but finding her refolute, askt her, whether 
(he underftood what the Torment of Fire was, or 

* had ever burnt her Fingers ? No, no, anfwered 
' (he, I do not fear fire, and to let you know ai 

* much fend for a lighted Torch hither. The Go- 
vernour abominating her anfwer, in pafllon bid her 
goto the Devil. Some young lords pref:nt defi- 
red theGovernour tocdllfor a Torch and try her \ 
the Woman ran to meet it, and hi Id lier hand in 
the Flame without altering lier countenance, fea- 
ring her Arm up to the very Elbow, that her Fl> fil 
looked as if broil d, whereupon the Governour 
commanded her out of his fight- 

The Govcrnr-ncnt of tl^c Great M'>g'){ i^ (as f^c 
have fjy'd) arbitrary and T>rauical, nicdJuring 
his pa.ver bv his Sword and Lance, and making 
his will his law, there being no Laws to regulate 
Governours in the adminirtration of Jufticc but 
what are written in the Drcafts of the King and 
his Subnitutes*, and fothey often take the Liberty 
topunifh the offender rather than the offence-, 
menspcrfons more than their Crimes 5 though they 
dill pretend to proceed bv proofs and not prc- 
fumntions. In matters of confcquence the Mogol 
himfcif will fit as Judge, afid no Malefadors Jyc 
above one night in Frifon, and many times not ?t 
all, for if the offender be apprehended early m the 
morning, he is inPLantly brouglit before the Judgc^ 
bv whom he is either acquitted or condemned j 
if it be Whipping, that is executed ufu.illy w.th 
much fcverity in the place ot Juftice ; If condem- 
ned to dye he is prcfently carried from Sentence 
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to EKCcutton, commonly in the Market-place \ 
which quick Judgment keeps tht People in fuch 
awe, that there are not many Executions. Murder 
and Theft they puniili with death of \vliat kind the 
Judge pleafe to impofe, fome Malefaftors being 
hang'd, others beheaded, fome impjkd upon fharp 
Stakes a death of extream cruelty and torture 5 
fome arc torn to pieces by wi^d Bcafis, fome killed 
by Eiephar.ts, and others Stung to death by Ser- 
pents. Thofc that fuffer by E'cphants, who are 
trained up for Executions, are thus dolt withal; 
If the Beafl be commanded by his Rider to difpatch 
the poor trembling Offender prcfently, who lies 
pronratc before him, he with his broad round Foot 
at one flamp kills him, but if he be condemned b 
to die as tok'cl himfcif dje, the Elephant uill 
break his Bones by degrees with his hard trunk, as 
firft hisLtgs, then his Thighs, after that the Bones 
in both his Arms, this done his wretched Spirit is 
left to bre-th its lafl out of the midfl of thole bro- 
ken Bonej. lii other Place?, Some are Crucified 
or Nailed to a Crofs, others rather Roaftcd th:in 
burnt to Death, for there is a Stak<; fct up, and a 
Fire made at adiftancc round about it j the con- 
demned Perfon being naked is fo faftncd to the 
Stake th.~f '' fn-viiicve round about it, fo |ong

When I was in India, faith my Author. One was 
fentenced by the Mgol for killing his own Father 
to dye thusj a fmall Iron Chain was faftncd to his 
Heel, and tyed to the hind Leg of a great Elephant, 
who drag'd him one whole remove of that King 
being about ten Miles, fo that all his Flefh was 
torn off his Bones when we met him, and appea- 
red rather a Skeleton than a Body. Another ha- 
ving killed his Mother, the Emperour was at a 
(land to think of a punifliincnt adequate to fo hor- 
rible a crime, bat after a little paule, he adjudged 
him to be ftung to Death by Serpents j fo one of 
thofe Mountebanks who keep them to (hew tricks 
to the People, brought two Serpents to do Execu- 
tion upon this wretched man ^ whom he found na- 
ked (onry a little covering before} ^»d trembling* 
Then having angred thefe vcnemous Creatnres, he 
put one to [lis Thigh, which prdently twined it 
lelf about that part till it canic near his Groin, and 
th(fre hit him till Blood followed i The other wiJts 
faftned to the outfidc of the other Thigh twifting 
it round, and there bit him Jikewifej the Wretch 
kept upon his Feet a quaiter ot aa hour, before 
which the Serpents were takt^i from him, butcom- 
plained ^xtrcamlv of a Fire that tormented a!I his 
Limbs, and his whole S:)dy begin to Lvcll exceed- 
ingly, like Nafiivi6 bit by a Libyan Serpent called a 
PrefieY ^and about half an hour after, the Soul of 
that unnatural Monrtcr left his groaning Carcafe. 

It happened a (cw vears before Sir Pjomof Row 
was Ambaifador in this Court in i5i8. that a 
Jugler of Bengal^ a place famous for Witches, 
brought an Ape before the MogoL who loved No- 
velties, that did many flrange feats j tlic King to 
try his skll plwckt a Ring off his Finger^ and gave 

H e 
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it one of liis Boys to liide, whom the Ape prefently 
difcovered ■-, fevcral other tryais he made, wherein 
the Ape did his part to admiration j At length this 
hrange and unexpected fancy came into the Kings 
«« Head *, There are many difputcs, [aid be, about 
** that true Prophet which fliould come into the 
♦' World, vve arc for Mahomet ; The Pcrfuns mag- 
** nific Mortit AUy^ the Hindm or Heathens extol 
*♦ Bram9n, Ram. and others, the Jews are for ^o- 
"fcs, and the Chriftians for Chrift, adding feveral 
others to the number of twelve, who have all their 
fevcral Followers ip that part ol tlie Worl 1 •, He 
then caufcd them twelve names to be written on 
twelve fevcral Scrolls, and put together to try if 
the Ape could dra.v out the name of the true Pro- 
phet j this done the Ape put his paw amongfl tlietn 
and pull'd out the name of Chrift y The Afog')! a 
fccond time caufcd thefe twelve names to be writ 
again in twelve other Scrolls and Chjr.i^crs, and 
put together, when the Ape again pluckt forth the 
name of Chrift as before j Mahomet Chan a great 
Favourite prefect, faiditwasan Impoflureof the 
Chriftians, though none were then there j and 
defired to make a third trial, which granted, lie 
put but eleven of thofe names together, referving 
then^meofChriflin his hand j the Ape fcarching 
as before, pluckt forth his empty paw, and lo 
twice or thrice together the King demanding the 
rcafoD, was anfwered, that happily the thing he 
looked for was not there ; the Ape was bid fearch 
for it, who putting out thofe eleven names one 
after the other in a fceming indignation rent them, 
then running to Mahomet Chan caught him by the 
hand where the name of Chrifl was concealed, 
whieh he opened, and held up to the King, but 
did not tear it as the former. Upon whicli tiie 
Mogd took the Ape, and gave his Keeper a good 
Tenfion to keep him near about him , calling hini 
the Divinini Ape. And this was all which followed 

upon 
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upon this admrable event, except the great won- 
der and amazement of the people, the truth where- 
of faith my Author, was confirmed to me by Icvc- 
ral Perfons of differcut Religions who all agreed 
in the ftory and the fevcral circumflancts thercot. 

I cannot but relate a remarkable example ot a 
grofs Flatterer, but a great Favourite of this King, 
Sotcd to be a great neglefter ot God, believing it 
Religion enough to pTeafc the Mogol "11 M««"^/» 
though a Souldier of approved valour. This man 
on a time fitting in dalliance with one of ]"« Wo- 
men, (he pluckt an hair from his breaft abo^t his 
Nipple in wantonnefs, without defignmg any hurt. 
Thh little inconfiderable wound by an ""P^'-a'lel d 
fare became the occafioa of Kis death, beginning 
prefently to fefter, and in a tjorttime turned to 
Jn incurable Canker iWhen he found he muft needs 
dye. hefpake thefe notaole words worthy to m 
«* recorded. Who would not '"^eihought but that 
» I who have been fo long a Souldier ftio«'dhave 
« died in the face of anEnerny, «J»^^/; by^^f^^'^f 
« Lance, Arrow, Bullet, or fome fuch Inftrurncnt 
«« of death ? But now,though too late I am forced
